Office, and the reply from the Peusion-Office, 
if it ever comes, must be sent to him,

Pension Office, where their requests would 
quite as speedily be considered. If Con- 
gressmen would also pass a law making it à 
penal. offense for them to recommend any 
one to office except when their opinions 
should be asked by the Executive, their cor- 
respondence would be very much diminished 
in volume.

Every intelligent Representative knows that 
five or seven members acting as a Committee 
on Agricuiture could do the work intrusted 
to the committee much mere promptly and 
efficiently than a committee of nineteen. 
The larger the number of members the 
greater becomes the amount of. talk, and 
palaver, and delay, and dissension in the 
sessions of the committee. The adoption of 
the report of the Committee on Rules in- 
creasing the membership of the committees 
would be to aggravate an already serious 
evil, and it should not be done.” 

The Committee on Rules has announced 
that an opportunity will be given for a full 
discussion of their report and for offering 
amendments, and it is not improbable that 
two or more days will be occupied in de 
bating all sorts of propositions which will be 
brought forward.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—It is barely 
possible, after ail, that ex-Senator Sargent 
may not receive the appointment of Secre- 
tary of the Interior.

worthless, spurious, md fraudulent claims 
than all the other pension legislation that has 
been passed since the War. ‘The bill intro- 
duced by Gen. Logan fixing the 
total fee for a pension claim at 
325 ͤ and repealing the ten-dollar law 
is a movement in the <irection of reform. It 
will have the effect to prevent the claim 
agents from soliciting applications for pen- 
sions which they knov to be fraudulent, as, 
under a law which allws them but a moder- 
ate compensation, nota dollar of which they 
can get until the clain shall be proved to be 
bona fide and has heen paid, they will not de- 
ceive the soldier by inducing him to believe 
that he may have a valid claim, when their 
only purpose is to receive a $10 fee, regard- 
less whether his case las merit or not. 

THE TEN-DOLLAR LAW, 
when passed, had ne penalty attached for 


‘| the acceptance of an illegal fee, and the Pen- 


sion Office, in large numbers of instances, 
prosecuted pensjon agents for taking illegal 
‘fees.

THE FISH IN OUR LAKES. 


Efforts of the State Commission to Make 
Good Fishing in Every Lake. 
Sp cial Dispatch to TR: Ohi ayo bent. 

Quincy, Jan. 13.—State Fish Commissioner 
Bartlett furnishes some interesting statistics and 
information relative to the culture of food-tish 
throughout the State. He says the State fish- 
ponds south of Quincy now contain 500,000 na- 
tive bass and croppy which will be rvady for 
the catch next summer. Of scale carp there are 
seventy-two 3 years old. 400 yearlings, and 5,000 
of the past year’s spawn. Of the mirror variety 
of carp, the commission have distributed from 
tere 1,500, almost every county in the State be- 
ing represented by the applicants for them. 
Fully 6,500 more of the same species are expected 
from tho General Government as soon as the 
weather is suitable for their transpor- 
tation. These fish are regarded with great 
favor by sportsmen as well as by 
the members of the commission. They 
are very hardy, thriving in any of the waters of 
Lilinois, and multiply and grow rapidly. There 
are specimens in the Quincy ponds 2 years old 
which are twenty inches long and weigh from 
three to four poundseach. A lively interest in 
tish-cujture bas been aroused among the peuple 
during the past two years. In 1881 over 8 car 
ponds were cunstructed in this State, and it is 
the pur of the Commissioners to supply 
each of them with a minimum number of 
during the aoe. ng season. The native tish will 
also be distributed to accessible points if suit- 
able transportation on rivers and railroads can 
be procured. The Commissioners bave labored 
under a grent many difficuitigs, but have un- 
doubtedly made considerable headway in their 
work.

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SPUYTEN DUYVIL. 
DETAILED ACCOUNTS. 
Nvecial Disratch to The Chicago Tribune 
New York, Jan. 13.—The two rear cars of 
the Atlantic express from the west on the 
New York Central & Hudson River Rail- 
road were crushed and jammed together by 
the Tarrytown local train near Spuyten 
Duyvil Creek tonight. The wrecked cars 
were set on fire, and nine persons are known 
to have perished in the flames. It is believed 
that at least three others must have been 
burned. 
STATE-SENATOR WEBSTER WAGNER 
is supposed to have been crushed between 
two of his own drawing-room cars, and to 
have perished with the other victims. The 
Atlantic express left Albany at 3:20 


p. m. nearly three-quarters of an 
hour behind time. The train was a 
heavy one, comprising thirteen cars. 


Next to the locomotive were two mail-cars 
and a baggage-car. Behind them were three 
ordinary passenger-cars. Five Wagner 
drawing-room cars completed the train. 
They were the Red Jacket, Sharon, Vander- 
bilt, Minnehaha, and Empire. The Empire 
was the rearcar. At Greenbush, on the op- 
posit side of the river from Albany, 
THE WAGNER DRAWING-ROOM CAR IDLE- 
WILD, 
from Troy, was coupled to the engine 
and became the last car of “the train. 
The train was in charge of Con- 
ductor George. Hanford, an old em- 
ployéon the read. The conductor of the 
drawing-room cars was Mr. Taylor. Two 
stops were made—one at Hudson and the 
other at Poughkeepsie, From this last point 
the train began to make up some of the lost 
time. A speed of at least 
FORTY MILES AN HOUR 
was maintained until the Spuyten Duyvil 
Creek Station was reached. Here the en- 
gineer slowed down and the train suddenly 
came toastop about midway between that 
station and the Kingsbridge Station. Some- 
thing, it was said by the train attendants, was 
the matter with the air brake. For some reason 
it failed to work. It was then a few min- 
utes past 7 o’clock. The delay must have 
continued between five and ten minutes. 
Suddenly one shrill blast from a locomotive 
was “heard, when the sound of grinding 
wheels from the rear grated harshly on the 
ear. The next instant there was a shock 
which 
SHIVERED THE IDLEWILD TO SPLINTERS, 
drove its heavy frame like a telescope into 
the Empire, and completely wrecked that car 
in an instant. Two minutes later the Idle- 
wild was on fire from the stove in the for- 
ward end, which had been thrown over by 
the shock. The flames leaped upon the 
splintered Empire, and that, too, was filied 
with fire and smoke almost before the occu- 
pants could escape.

He was not ten feet 
from the newspaper correspondent, and must 
have just stepped upon the rear platform of 
the Empire when the Idlewild shot forward 
and telescoped the Empire. . 

THE FIRST INDICATION 

that the Empire’s passengers had of danger 
was the single whistle of the locomotive of 
the local train, the Tarrytown express. The 
shock hurled them from their seats, and they 
were flung along thejear floor. The swivel 
chairs, wrenched from their fastenings, were 
thrown after them and lay piled on top of 
THE STRUGGLING OCCUPANTS. 

A shower of giass came down from over 
head, and the roof of the Empire was crushed 
in upon them by the weight of the Idiewild’s 
roof, which seemed to have been lifted bodi- 
ly and shot forward upon that of the 
Empire. To add te the confusion the 
lights began to glimmer and the darkness to 
deepen. Nearly all the occupants found 
their way out through windows whose sashes 
had been shattered by the shock. The ladies 


| He was completely prostrated by the shock 
to his nervous system, and had to be as- 
sisted to the Minnehaha. The correspondents 
had perhaps as narrow an escape as anybody. 
They were in the rear of the car, at the side 
of ear which was Inside of the curve 
which the track makes at this point. 
A gentleman who sat opposit them, and was 
conseguently on the outside of the curve; 
was buried beneath the débris and was only 
released from his perilous position by the 
efforts of his two neighbors across the aisle. 
THE FIRE 
was creeping slowly toward him and the 
sjuoke was stifling; when he was pulled out 
and pushed through the window. Whether 
there were more passengers in one of the 
rear compartments of the Empire cannot 
with certainty be determined, As the last 
newspaper-man clinbed through the window 
HE HEARD THE 8CREAMS 
of two women and theshouts of a man pro- 
ceeding from the extreme rearof the Empire. 
Whether they were among that car’s passen- 
gers or whether they were in the forward end 
of the Idlewild, which was launched far 
into the Empire is not known. With the ex- 
ception of Assemblyman Monk, the occu- 
pants of the Empire before mentioned all es- 
caped with slight euts or bruises. 
THE NOISE OF THE COLLISION 
was heard half a mile away, and the 
glare of the burning cars illuminated 
the country far around. A crowd of 
the residents of King Bridge and 
Spuyten Duyvil soon gathered. Axes 
were brought, and heroic endeavors to chop 
a hole in the side of the Idlewild were made. 
Nearly all off the Idlewild's passengers were 
caught in the timbers, and were unable to 
move hand or foot. 
THEIR SHRIEKS WERE APPALLING. 
The flames were gaining headway, and there 
was neither hose, nor pails, nor water at 
hand to quench them. Water there was 
enough in the creek, not 200 feet distant from 
the doomed cars, but in the absence of ves- 
sels of some description it could not be ob- 


tained.

some of the neighbers, whose dwellings 
fronted on the railroad track, furnisbed a 
few wooden pails. Valuable time had been 
lost, and the flames were now beyond con- 
trol. ‘The villagers continued to throw wa- 
ter through the windows nearest those spots 
where a human voice could be heard, unti 
the heat drove them far beyond a point where 
the primitive fire apparatus could be utilized. 
A NEW DANGER 
was meanwhile threatening the thousand 
persons in the vicinity. The locomotive of 
the Tarrytown express was imbedded in the 
wreck of the Idlewild, its headlight a dozen 
feet within the car, a heavy head 
of steam was on, a red-hot fire 
was blazing in the fire-box, and there were 
grave doubts expressed by the engineer and 
fireman about the boiler resisting the tre- 
wendous pressure brought to bear upon it. 
WATER TO QUENCH THE FIRE 
was called for. Then great shovelfuls of 
suow were piled into the furnace. The 
water-carriers ceased for a brief space to 
empty their pails upon the burning cars, 
and dashed their contents into the furnace. 
The dying persons in the ruins had to be 
abandoned to grapple with this danger, 
which promised death to so many of the 
living. ‘The furnace fires were finally 
quenched, and attentia was once more 
turned to 1 
THE TWO BUBNING CARS, 
whose more solid timbers had by this time 
been eaten away by the fierce flames. Ten 
minutes had elapsed since the accident. The 
last sound from the entombed passengers 
had died away. Nothing was heard but the 
crackle of the fire and the shouts of the vil- 
lagers, half mad with excitement at the 
thought of 
HUMAN BEINGS DYING BEFORE THEIR EYES, 
and they unable to afford them succor. Sud- 
denly the idea of throwing snow on the burn- 
ing cars was suggested by somebody in the 
throng. Hundreds of hands,begau to roll up

big balls. They were passed over 
the fence to those who, braving 
the heat, ran alongside the fiery piles 


and tossed them through the windows 
to be licked up by the flames. Ladders were 
procured and efforts made to punch holes 
through the car panels. Never did men 
work with more 
DESPERATE ENERGY 
than did these Spuyten Duyvil and Kings- 
bridge villagers. ‘The workmen of the 
Spuyten Duyvil rolling-mill turned out in 
full force to assist in the now fruitless at- 
tempts to save life. The efforts of the life- 
savers had been successful in only two in- 
stances. A man and a woman, u. 08e 
screams had 
DIED AWAY TO MERE MOANS, 
had been rescued by a few hardy men, while 
the quenching of the locomotives’ fires 
was in progress. Down near the 
rear of the Idl@wild was penned a 
poor fellow who still gasped for 
breath when he was discovered. He was 
hurriedly lifted out and tenderly carried toa 
store pear by. He recovered apparently to 
say thathe had a wife and one child in 
Spring City, Pa. 
HIS RIGHT ARM WAS BURNED OFF 
and his right side was charred. He was 
dying, but two doctors stood gravely by and 
tried to reassure him, for he was anxious to 
know whether he could recover. His name 
was Oliver Keely, and he wason his way 
home to his family. A woman, who was 
able to give her name as 
MARY DANIELS, 
was next extracted. She was on her way 
from Troy to visit friends by the name of 
Hutchinson, who are living in the Sherwood 
Apartment House, in this city. Her in- 
juries were chiefly burns, and the doctors 
thought she might recover, though they 
could not determine whether she had re- 
ceived internal bruises. 


THE DEAD BODIES 
were reached one after another as the fire 
died away. The first was that ef a portly 
woman, perhaps 50 years of age. A visit- 
ing card, a letter signed Brown which 
was on paper with the office heaa- 
ing of George M. Pinney, Broadway, 
seemed to indicate that the body was that of 
Mrs. Mand Brown, of No. 452 West Fifty- 
third street, in this eity. The next two bodies

A GROOM AND BRIDE 

who were on their wedding trip. The hus- 
band was Park Valentine, a young man of 
22, who was in business with his father 
in the manufacturing of knit goods 
in Bennington, Vt. The maiden 
name of his young wife was Louise Gaylord. 
They were married in North Adams, Mass., 
Thursday night, and were on their way to 
New York. Mr. Valentine’sfather, who bad 
attended his wedding, visited Troy yesterday 
morning on business, and had them meet 
him in New York tomorrow. They tarried 
in Albany to visit friends, and when he 
boarded the Atlantic expressin the after- 
noon he was surprised to meet them. His 
grief was pitiable. 

THE BURNED AND MUTILATED BODIES 
were found very near together, and it is sup- 
posed that they met death simultaneously. 
Both were evidently killed by the first shock 
of the collision. Mr. Valentine Sr. escaped

SIX MORE BODIES 
were found, but so charred and burned that 
there was nothing about them positively 
to find their identity. One of the. six 
was apparently that of a woman. The 
others appeared to be men, and one of them

SPUYTEN DUYVIL AND KING’S BRIDGE. 

A deep cut through a ledge cuts off the 
view of the Spuyten Duyvel station. The 
railroad track makes a Tong curve in 
entering this cut, and it is impossible 
for an engineer, when his locomotive 
plunges into the cut, to tell what may be en- 
countered before its limit may be reached. 
It is quite evident that the proper precau- 
tionary signals were not displayed by the at- 
tendants of the Atlantic express. 

Hundreds of persons visited 

THE SCENE OF THE DISASTER 
during the night, and up toa very late hour 


the smoldering remnants of the two 
burned cars were surrounded by 
large crowds, composed partly of 
men anxious to do something for 


the relief of those who were thought to be 
injured beneath the ruins, and women and 
boys who had been attracted to the spot out 
of Idle curiosity. 
THE SCENE AT MIDNIGHT 

was a weird and impressive one. The cars 
Empire and Idiewild were almost totally 
destroyed. They lay between the up-track 
and the down-track, a shapeless mass 
of burning timber, crackling flesh, and hiss- 
ing metal. The form ofa largeiron heater 
belonging to the Idlewild could be distin- 
guished in the huge mass, and it was

the atmosphere was heavy with smoke, and 
in the immediate neighborhood of the 
ruins oppressive with the sickening odor of 
the burning flesh.

WEBSTER WAGNER. 
HE DIED IN HIS OWN CAR. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
NEw Youk, Jan. 13.—State Senator Web- 
ster Wagner, who is reported killed in the 
accident, was 65 years old, and was born in 
the Village of Palatine Bridge, now on the 


New York Central Road. Early in 
life he learned the wagon-making 
trade, and subsequently was appointed 


Station Agent of the railroad in his native 
village, holding that position from 1843 to 
1860. He was always a keen observer anda 
constant thinker, and, as watched the 
long through-trains of comfortless cars 
which went by his station-door, 

THE THOUGHT THAT GAVE HIM HIS FORTUNE 
came into his mind. He saw that, sooner or 
later, the traveling public would require 
sleeping-cars, and he set at work to devise 
plans for this innovation in railroad travel. 
Four cars were constructed at a cost 
of $8,200 each, and commenced running on 
the New York Central Sept. 1, 1858. On 
Aug. W. 1867, he put in operrtion his first 
drawing-room car for day travel. 

MR. WAGNER’S PUBLIC LIFE 
began in 1871, when he was elected on the 
Republican ticket to the Assembly from 
Montgomery County. After serving this 
term he was elected to the Senate, and has 
held that position ever since. He was 
a delegate to the Chicago convention in 
1880, and was one of the seventeen from New 
York who held out against the third-term 
movement. Mr. Wagner was preéminently 
a self-made man. His great-grandtather was 
Peter Wagner, a Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
American army, who made an honorable 
record in the border wars.“ 
LAST SEEN OF WAGNER. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Nxw York, Jan. 13.—A short time before 
the disaster occurred Scnator Wagner passed 
through the car containing the Tammany 
party and said, laughingly: “Ah! Here are 
all the antiemonopolists!”” He added: “Iam 
opposed to monopolies myself, for sometimes 
they smash my cars.” ‘The party laughed at 
this sally, and Senator Waguer passed into 
the coaches. 


STILLWELL’S STORY. 
ON THE TARRYTOWN SPECIAL MURDER 
TRAIN. 


New York, Jan. 14—2 a. m.—The Tribune 
publishes the following statement of R. HI. 
Stillwell, of Oswego, who was on the Tarry- 
town train: “When we were at Tarry- 


| town,” he said, “the train from Albany 


passed us. It was running fast, and 
there seemed to be a wheel on 
fire. I spoke to ene of the 
men in the depot, and he said: ‘Those 
brakes are down.’ After leaving Tarrytown 
we ran along smoothly for some time. The 
first intimation I had of danger was feeling 
the air-brakes had been suddenly put on. I 
felt there was something coming, and I braced 
myself against the seat. 
THEN CAME THE CRASH. 
Men and women were thrown headlong over 
the seats. The stove was upset and so was 
the water-cooler. The excitement was in- 
tense for afew minutes. Women screamed 
ami men swore. Two or three men were 
burned severely, although not dangerously. 
Some were cut by the glass. Every one got 
outof the cars immiediately, and went forward 
to the Albany train. There were three pas- 
senger coaches on our train, and I was in 
the second. I suppose a numberof men in 
the first car must have been hurt. As I went 
forward I saw that the rear palace-car, the 
Idlewild, I think, was badly damaged. The 
back part was on fire, and it had apparently 
BEEN COMPLETELY TELESCOPED 

by our engine. Everyone in the Albany 
train seemed to be out of it, except some in 
the back of the rear car. In some way ten 
or twelve persons seemed to be held in the 
back part of the car, which was all in flames. 
I suppose the shock tore the car all to pieces, 
and that they were caught in between the 
broken seats. I could only see one woman 
first, and she was lying down with a stove on 
one leg and arm. 
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There were several more in the cars. 
I did not see how they were gotout. While 
{was walking through the crowd I saw a 
womah with a baby in her arms. The wom-

Sergt. Doyle, of the Thirty-fourth Precinct, 
sent a telegram to headquarters that nine dead 
bodies had been recovered. 

Twelve persons are supposed to have been 
killed. 


AT 12:25 A. u. 
Capt. Yale telegrapbed the following particu- 
lars to police headquarters: 

About 7:15 p. m. the special New York Ex- 
press on the Hudson River Railroad, bound 
south, became disabled at Spuyten Duyvil, and 
the ‘Tarrytown special, which followed close be- 
hind, ran into and telescoped with the drawing- 
room cars Idlewild and Empire, setting fire to 
and destroying botm cars and burning the peo- 
ple. 

“ Park Valentine, 21 years old, bis wife, 19 
years, of Remington, VI., and a lady supposed to 
be from Phiiadeiphia, were killed. 

“Their bodies are at Kilivulien’s Hotel. 

Four bodies, burned to a crisp, are at this 
station. 

“Oliver B. Keeley, 36 years old, of Spring 
Valley, Pa., is fatally injured. 

Mary Daniels, residence at the Sherwood 
House, Fifth avenue and Forty-fourth street, is 
seriously injured, but will recover.” 

Warden O’ Rourke was ordered at 12:30 to send 
two ambulances with surgeons to the Grand 
Central Depot in this city, where a train with 
the wounded on board was expected to arrive 
soon. 

PARK VALENTINE AND WIFE, 
who were killed, were married only Wednesday 
last. Valentine is a nephew of Trenor W. Park, 
and was in business with his father, A. B. Val- 
entine, one of the wealthiest citizens of South- 
ern Vermont. His wife was Miss Gaylord, of 
North Adams, Mass. They were en route to 
Fiorida on their bridal tour. 

IN ADDITION TO THE KILLED, 
said to number eight, forty or more persons 
were injured. 

There were at least 300 passengers on the 
train. 

THE HORRORS OF THE COLLISION 
were increased by the two rear cars taking fire. 
Some of the occupants were roasted to th in 
sight of hundreds of people who were unable to 
rescue the hapless passengers. 

Two women were seen clasped in each other's 
arms, and jammed between the frame-work of 
one of the cars and the colliding engine, and the 
flames quickly lapped them in a flery embrace. 

THE FACTS OF THE ACCIDENT 
are these: The express from Chicago to New 
York reached Albany twenty-three minutes late 
Owing to a great crowd of legisiators and others 
who desired to leave the Capital, fifteen addi- 
nonal cars were put on, eight of them being 
coaches.

AT yesterday 's session of the Agricultural 
Convention in Washingten the subject of 
dairy cattle was exhaustively considered. 
Prot. W. I. Hazard, of New York, testified 
to the marked success attending the intro- 
duction and breeding of Jersey cattle in the 
United States, asserting that finer types of 
this breed are to be found here than on the 
Island of Jersey. Commissioner Loring pre- 
sented some statistics showing an extraor- 
dinary increase of the live-stock and dairy 
interest in the Northwestern States during 
the ten years covered by the last census, A 
proposition to request Congress to appropri- 
ate one-third of the tax on intoxicating 
liquors and tebaceo for the benefit of agri- 
cultural institutions brought about a spirited 
debate, and developed so much opposition 
that the whole subject was tabled.

The “inspiration” theory, reduced 
to its lowest terms, is merely the doctrine of 
fatality and predestination, upon which every 
murder and all other crimes could be suc- 
cessfully defended if it were allowed to be 
applied to this case. If it was foreurdained 
that Guiteau should murder Ggrfield, it ought 
to be equally predestined that he should be 
hanged for it. 


THE NATIONAL EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

Several of the Washington correspondents 
seem to have been completely startied by the 
terms of Senator Logan’s bill, which pro- 
poses to set aside the annual revenue from 
the whisky tax (about $60,000,000) as a Na- 
tional educational fund, to be distributed 
among the States and Territories for the 
support of tree schools. Some of these gen- 
tlemen have undertaken to dispose of the 
projest in the most summary fashion by 
predicting its defeat as certain. That is a 
silly way of treating a matter which is uni- 
versally conceded to de of the greatest con- 
sequenee. The general proposition that the 
National Government shall extend its aid to 
the cause of popular education, which is 
known to be languishing in certain sections 
of the country, has already received the ap- 
proval of a National Convention of the Re- 
publicans, and an inadequate measure look- 
ing to that end was passed by the Senate last 
winter when that body was controlled by the 
Democrats. The language of the Republic- 
an platform was as follows: 

The work of popular education is one left to 
the cores ine several States, but it is the duty 
ct the National Government to aia that work to 
the extent of ite constitutional ability. The in- 
telligence of the Nation is but the aggregate of 
the intelligence in the several States, and the 
destiny of tiie Nation must be guided, not by 


the genius of any one State, but by the average 
genius of all. 


There could scarcely be a broader declara- 
tion of the principle underlying Senator Lo- 
gan’s bill without actually suggesting the 
details of a National project for popular ed- 
ucation. The measure passed by the Senate 
last winter, with a Democratic majority, was 
Senator Burnside’s bill appropriating the 
proceeds from the Patent Office fees and from 
the sale of the publſe lands. When the prin- 
ciple involved has thus received in large 
measure the indorsement of both parties it 
is ridiculous to maintain that the most com- 
prehensive and practicable educational 
scheme which hag yet been submitted is 
surely destined to failure. The only trouble 
so far is, that the scheme is too colossal! in its 
proportions for a certain grade of minds, 
and by them is dismissed as visionary simply 
because it is grand. Fortunately, the gov- 
erning genius of this country is not appalled, 
but rather stimulated, by great projects; and, 
while the Logan bill is said to be attracting 
considerable attention just now on account 
of its novelty, it will gain interest and sup- 
port by its merits as Congress shall become 
familiar with its purpose and process. 

‘The only objection which has as yet been 
urged against the proposition by any of the 
Washington correspondents is the statement 
that public sentiment is too much in favor of 
a rapid extinguishment of the public debt to 
approve of any other use of the surplus rev- 
enue or any part thereof. This may well be 
doubted. There is a growing opinion that 
the present generation has paid as large a 
share of the War debt as it ought to be ex- 
pected to pay. Tur Tumor pointed out the 
other day that within the past sixteen years 
the public debt had been reduced by more 
than $1,000,000,000 and the interest charge by 
as much as $80,000,000 a year, or, counting the 
increase of population, from about $4 per cap- 
ita to something like #1 per capita. It isnowa 
question whether future generations which 
are to enjoy the blessings of a National Gov- 
ernment saved to them by the burdens, sac- 
rifices, and cost of war cannot weil afford to 
pay off a part ofthe charge, and whether 
the American people of today may not bet- 
terpay Sand 3% per cent interest on the 
public debt and make use of the money in 
their hands at a profit of from 6 to 10 per 
cent than to pay off that debt. 

Aside from all this, the proposition to de- 
vote the proceeds from the whisky tax to the 
support of the public schools of the country 
is a proposition to save the people about 
$60,000,000 a year of direct taxes now levied 
mainly upon farms and homes. The whisky 
tax is paid without any sense of burden or 
oppression on the part of the people. It is 
paid in driblets by the whisky-drinkers, 
Even these people are not conscious of pay- 
ing the tax, and their drinks would be no 
cheaper to them if the tax were removed. 
But it would de a great tangible biessing to 
have $60,000,000 taxes annually removed from 
the farmers aud houseowners, supplemented 
at the same time by the assurance of a more 
general and more thorough system of com- 
mon schools in all parts of the country. 
Moreover, it is safe to predict that the surplus 
revenue over and above the yield from the 
whisky tax will continue to.be large enough 
to maintain the National sinking fund, which 
wili pay off the debt as rapidly as there is any 
reason for paying it. 

There are but two classes from which de- 
termined oppysition to the National educa- 
tonal fund may be expected, One of these is 
made up of the distillers and whisk y-sellers, 


: 


who desire that the whisky tax shall be re- 


pealed altogether in order that their profits 
may be increased; the other class is com- 
posed of the jobbers who want the surplus 
revenue maintained at the highest figure in 
order to furnish an excuse for Government 
subsidies and vast improvement schemes. 
The tariff men, who are inclined to favor the 
repeal of the whisky tax along with the other 
internal revenue taxes, have been influenced 
by a desire to reduce the surplus revenue in 
order to head off the movement foi a reduc- 
tion of the tariff taxes. But the proposed 
application of the revenues from whisky to 
the cause of education will suit their pur- 
pose equally well, for it disposes of $60,000,000 
of annual revenue, and they certainly onght 
to prefer to give the benefit of that sum to 
the common schools rather than to donate it 
to the distillers, refiners, and the wholesale 
and retail sellers of whisky, who would con- 
tinue to collect the tax from the consumers. 

There can be no question as to the senti- 
ment of the people when the alternative is 
fairly before them of donating 360,000,000 
annually to the whisky-sellers or subsidy- 
beggars or saving that amount of money 
every year for the maintenance of public 
schools and relieving their property from 
direct taxation to the same amount, There 
has been no proposition for the disposal of 
Government revenue in many years, if ever, 
that has received as much popular approval 
as this one will receive when properly un- 
derstood, and certainty no Government 
scheme of expenditure has ever been sug- 
gested which gave the people so much for 
their money as this one will give, It only 
needs Congressional discussion to secure 


popular support.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA NEGRO EXODUS. 

The people of South Carolina are growing 
alarmed at the exodus of eolored men from 
that State to Arkansas and the prospects of a 
scarcity of labor which must result from it if 
it continues much longer, and some of the 
more sensible papers in the State are be- 
ginning to ask if there is not some way of 
redressing the grievances of the freedmen 
and inducing them to stay by giving them the 
rights which belong to them. Among these 
papers Is the Charleston News and Courter, 
which discusses the question in a fair and 
dispassionate manner. 

In its issue of the 6th it prints a letter from 
a colored man setting forth some of the 
grievances which are inducing them to leave 
their old homes. It is written in a simple, 
homely style, but it tells the story none the 
less foretbly on that account, and has even 
a sort of pathos about it which makes it 
eloquent, as when the writer says: Our 
sufferings ars not known. We are 
not intelligent enough to make them 
known, and we were educated to suffer and 
not complain, bug to run ff we could. That 
is the only re s known to us.” The 
writer then pr s to instance cases of 
injustice to himseif and neighbors. They 
are not allowed to have their mails from the 
post-office without being insulted by Post- 
masters and clerks, and sometimes can only 
get them through the kindness of white 
men. They call for the amount of their 
taxes. They pay it and take a receipt, only 
to find, some time after, a Sheriff levying 
upon their effects because they have not paid 
the whole of it. The writer says: »The 
colored man did not know that he was re- 
quired to see that all his taxes were paid. 
He thought he had to pay whatever the Col- 
lector called for, and no more, That’s what 
we get for being ignorant.” Again, another 
colored man pays his taxes, and is called 
upon asecond time. He cannot find his re- 
ceipt, and pays them over again. Subse- 
quently the receipt turns up, and he is prom- 
ised the return of his money, but never gets 
it. Hecloses his letter with the following 
strong picture of the situation: 

These are specimens of the little hindrances 
which we meet with every day, and though they 
are very aggravating they are nothing when 
compared to the outrageous advantages which 
are taken of us sometimes by those who admin- 
ister the laws of the lage. These 17 and 
the fact that the State’s Legisiature is forever 
tinkering with our freedom, is enough to drive 
us to Arkansas or to somewhere, it doesn't 
matter much where. If we could get in some 
State where the laws are Just and those who ad- 
minister them are humue, it would not matter 
much with us whether we could vote and bold 
office. We can work. We are worse of now 
than when we were slaves. Then it was some- 
body’s interest to care for us. Now we are de- 
nied the chance to look after our uvwn ſuterest. 
and those whose business it is don't care enough 
for us to do it. 


The News and Courter gives the writer’s 
letter special prominence in its editorial col- 
umns and discusses it witha spirit of fair- 
ness, urging upon the white people of the 
State that allowances should be made for 
the freedman’s ignorance of the law. and that 
if he is not intelligent and self-asserting 
enough to overcome his troubles as white 
men do this should give him aclaim upon 
the consideration of the State and the people. 
It demands that injustice to the freedman 
shall cease, and that no maladministration 
of the laws or class prejudice shall take away 
the rights which belong to him. 

This is all very fair ia the News and 
Courter, but it is a demand which has been 
made over and over again, and not heeded. 
Instead of having their rights, they have not 
only been abused in the petty nanner de- 
scribed by this writer, but they have been 
ostracised, hunted down, plundered, tort- 
ured, and killed for presuming to vote as 
they wished to. They have been at the 
mercy of Ku-Klux and red-shirted midnight 
riders for years. Now that they have taken 
their only redress in their own hands—that of 
running away to some place where they will 
be kindly treated—-the people of South Caro- 
lina suddenly discover that they are indis- 
pensable to the cultivation of the soil, and 
that the productiveness of the State 
must languish if they are allowed to go. 
This is the true remedy for their wrongs. 
They may not be bold or strong enough to 
seize their rights, they may not be intelli- 
gent enough to prevent themselves from be- 
ing defrauded, but thoy can leave the State 
and betake themselves to some part of the 
country where they will be generously and 
kindly treated. Without their labor, the 
State would speedily become insignificant: 
and once their white persecutors understand 
that they are going to leave, reparation will 
be made, The whites cannot do without 
them, and in that necessity, if it is judicious- 
ly and firmly improved, there is hope for the 


freedman. 
— 

THE new move of Bismarck in the direc- 
tion of Holland is creating excitement in Eu- 
rope. The movement is new, but the pur- 
pose is old. It has long been an open secret 
that Germany has desired to Incorporate Hol- 
land in order that she may have readier ac- 
cess to the sea, and has been waiting for a 
pretext for action. That pretext appears to 
have come in the rejection of, or rather the fail- 
ure to consider, Bismarck’s demands respect- 
ing the navigation of the Rhine and the pro- 
tection of German fishing interests, That 
there is something more than ordinary cool- 
ness between the two countries is evident by 
Bismarck’s order to the German representa

sea, She holds the mouths of the Rhine and 
the Scheldt, and Germany has but a small 
water-front In comparison with what she 
wants. By incorporating ber into the Ger- 
man Empire as a State, like Baden or Sax- 
ony, for instance, while it would not injure 
the position of Holland particularly, it would 
not only give to Germany the maritime out- 
lets she wants and needs, but would 

satisfy her ambition in another direction by 
giving her the rich Duteh colonies. She 
would then control the Rhine, which isa 
German river, and by taking off a small 
shee of Belgium,. giving the rest to France, 


she would also control the Scheldt, and have 


the flourishing vort of Antwerp, and thus 
look directly across to the mouth of the 
Thames. It is a prize Germany has long 
coveted, and it looks as if she were about to 
grasp it.

THE MORMON QUESTION IN CONGRESS. 

It is evident from the attitude ot the Demo- 
crates in Congress towards the bills intro- 
duced in the Ilouse by Haskell and Bur- 
rows disqualifying any polygamist from 
serving as Delegate and the Morgan Dill 
disfranchising the women in Utah, from the 
objections which were made by them and 
the sentiments expressed even before the 
bills came up for discussion, that they will 
array themselves pretty solidly in favor of 
polygamy, if not on sentimental at least on 
political grounds; and that they will seek by 
every subterfuge, trick, and pretext to defeat 
the effort to enforce the law forbidding the 
practice of this immoral and disgraceful 
evil, They have never shown any favor 
towards the law itself, and they will now 
geek to prevent the operation of any method 
by which it can be enforced. They have 
been the friends of the Mormons since the 
days of Buchanan, and have steadily op- 
posed every assault that has been made upon 
the evil of polygamy. They have the same 
attachment, though in a sveaking manner, 
for it that they had for slavery, “its twin 
relic of barbarism.” They have not the au- 
dacity to defend polygamy as an institution, 
or to advocate its extension as a beneficent 
measure, but they sneakingly come to its 
rescue by letting it alone when they have the 
opportunity, or making light of its evils 
when it is assailed and ridiculing its assail- 
ants. 

The reason for their friendly feeling 
towards this monstrous evil and National 
shame is clear enough. The Mormons are 
Democrats. Every polygamist and polyga- 
mist's harem is Democratic, and as the harem 
has even more voting power than its keeper 
this Democratic stinkhole commends itself 
to Democratic protection, It breeds Demo- 
crats even more rapidly than the slums of 
large cities. It has increased so rapidly in 
power under Demoeratic nourishment that 
it is deemed no longer necessary to be re- 
strained within a single Territory. Hence 
the Democratic proposition to divide Utah, 
incorporating one-half in Colorado and the 
other half in Nevada, thereby throwing 
over to each sufficieat Mormon Democratic 
strength, when joined with the Border Ruf- 
fian Democracy, to make two Mormon Dem- 
beratie States, instead of having but one 
Mormon Democratic Territory with no vot 
ing power in Congress and limited sources 
of patronage. 

Democratic objection to the Morgan Dill 
disfranchising women in Utah is based 
upon the same reasons. The women of 
Utah are as polygamic and vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket as assidueusly as their keepers. 
lt is needless to apelogize for their igno- 
rance, for ignorance is a good Democratic 
qualification, They are intelligent enough 
to know what polygamy is and to vote in its 
interests. They are intelligent enough to ap- 
preciate their tractional part of a man, and 
stick to it and vote for it as zealously and 
enthusiastically as if they had a whole 
one. If they had beon so disposed they 
could vote against polygamy, and vote 
penalties, and vote against their mascu- 
line fractions. The manner in which 
they do vote, however, shows perhaps 
as cleariy as anything could the value of fe- 
male suffrage, which would be exercised 
everywhere else, asitisin Utah, simply to 
represent the prevailing sentiment of the 
community. As the unanimous sentiment 
of Mormonism is Democratic, and as all 
polygamists are Democrats, their vote repre- 
sents the twin interests of polygamy and 
Democracy, and this is a sufficient reason 
why Democratic monogamists in Congress 
should oppose any proposition to disfranchise 
their female polygamic and political asso- 
ciates. The battle having been berun, how 
ever, it is no time to withdraw, and even if 
it takes as long to suppress polygamy as it 
did to suppress slavery there should be no 
haltin the struggle. It is easier to attack 
and overcome the evil now than it ever will 
be again. 


FAVOR OF 


The movement fora reform of the crim- 
inal procedure ia IIlinois is fast gaining 
headway. Some of the forces engaged in 
the good work are: 

1. A large majority of the Judges of the 
State. Wehave yet to hearof a Judge of 


any court of record who does not believe 


that reform is necessary. Most of those ad- 
dressed on the subject have cheerfully agreed 
to use their influence in bringing about the 
desired changes. 

2. The bar. A considerable number of the 
most eminent lawyers in the State, civil and 
criminal, have given the movement their 
cordial approval, and are coOperating with it. 

8. The business-men of Chicago. As this 
class of citizens have suffered most severely 
through the laxness andinefficiency of our 
criminal procedure they are most earnestly 
in favor of its radical reformation. 

4. Many members of the Legisiature, be- 
fore whom the subject will come if, as now 
seems probable, the Governor shall decide to 
include it in his call for a special session. 

The attitude of the Supreme Court with 
reference to the proposed changes has not 
been fully understood. It has been assumed 
that the agitation fer reform was to some ex- 
tent a rebuke of the rulings of the court, 
and that the members of it were opposed to 
any change of the present procedure. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
It is believed that the members of the Su- 
preme Court are unanimously in favor of 
most of the proposed amendments. They 
would object to some of the details, but they 
would welcome a revision of some of the 
fundamental principles of the procedure. 

The Supreme Court would have reason to 
rejoice if an entire new code, judiciously 
framed and digested by a proper commission, 
could be substituted for the present patch- 
work procedure. The adoption of such a 
code would relieve the court from the obll- 
gation, the force of which all lawyers will 
appreciate, of standing by the decisions of 
their predecessors in criminal cases, It 
would be an immense relief to the court to 
be able to cut loose from the judicial lumber 
relating to the criminal law which now in- 
cumbers the IIlinois Reports. Such extrava- 
gant ralings as Judge Breese’s in Hopps vs. 
The People, on the burden of proof in a de- 
tense of insanity, and in Fisher vs. The Peo- 
ple, in the law making juries judges 
of the law and the facts, have 
been a source of serious embarrass- 
ment to the court. There are other decisions

POSTMASTER-GENERAL HOWE’S GRIEV- 


ANCE. 

The new Postmaster-General, whose chief 
claim to his present distinction rested upon 
his eulogy of the third-term project and his 
condemnation of Garfield’s nomination as a 
blunder akin to a crime, has a grievance. He 
thinks his predecessor, James, was a bad 
man. James may have familiarized himself 
with the star-route frauds, of which Howe 
protesses the most profound ignorance, and 
may have saved the Government several 
millions of dollars by annulling fraudulent 
contracts; but, nevertheless, he committed 
an unpardonable crime in Howe's eyes by 
filling up the Post-Office Department with 
his own appointments. James was at the 
head of the department severa! months, and, 
being responsible for the administration 
thereof during his term of service, naturally 
desired efficient aid, and ealled about him 
men whom he thought he could trust. But 
all that doesn’t matter. Howe simply finds 
that there are no appointments for him to 
make without ordering removals for that 
purpose, and he is disgusted. 

Most politicians of the spoils school will 
readily sympathize with Mr. Howe’s disap- 
pointment. Things are coming to a pretty 
pass when the head of a department finds 
himself virtually estopped from filling it up 
with his relatives, friends, and persona! re- 
tainers. Howe inaugurated his administra- 
tion by appointing his son to a prominent 
place, and his son-in-law is provided for as 
counsel against. the Government in the star- 
route cases; but that is not enough. He 
thinks he ought to have a clean sweep of the 
enormous patronage attached to the Post- 
Office Department. It is probably at his in- 
stance that a resolution was introduced into 
the House the other day looking toward an 
investigation of the post-office apbolntments. 
Howe wants to know whether any predeces- 
sor has the right to anticipate his appointing 
privilege. It isn’t a question whether the 
subordinate places are well filled, but whether 
Mr. Howe is or is not to have the opportunity 
of appointing his own blowers and strikers. 

In view of this outrage upon Mr. Howe it 
is not surprising that he thinks Mr. James 
was a good deal more of a reformer in the 
newspapers than anywhere else,” and was 
generally a very improper person. Howe is 
further of the opinion that James did what 
he could to “ forestall! his [Howe's] success.” 
In other words, Howe has no higher idea of 
a Cabinet position or the responsibility at- 
tached to the head of a great department 
than that involved in the distribution of the 
patronage. With his mind entirely en- 
grossed in this single phase of his position, 
it is not to be expected that he will take any 
lively interest in the star-route prosecutions, 
orthat he will exert himself to maintain and 
follow out his predecessor’s reforms and 
savings. He will probably devote himself 
entirely to the work of redistributing the 
patronage of his establishment among per- 
sonal retainers and “Stalwart” oflice- 


seekers. 
CLERES FOR CONGRESSMEN. 

One of the latest manifestations of “ grab- 
bing in Congress is the proposition made 
by Senator Brown, of Georgia, to allow 
every Senator who is not Chairman of a 
committee a clerk or private secretary at a 
salary of $1,200a year. Of course this im- 
plies a similar allowance to every member of 
the House, for the House would not concur 
in giving Senators a privilege of that kind 
without claiming the same for its own mem- 
bers. The reason why the Chairmen of com- 
mittees are exceptedis because the private 
rooms now known as committee-rooms and 
the secretaries attached to the committees 
are really the appendages of the Chairmen 
themselves, and so recognized by the usages 
of Congress. The cost of individual clerks 
for all members of Congress, at the rate of 
$1,200 each, would be nearly half a million 
dollars a year. Ostensibly these clerks would 
serve the public three months one year and 
six months the next, during the short and 
long sessions of Congress, but certainly dur- 
ing the remainder of the term of two years 
they would merely act as local runners for 
Congressmen, engaged in working up their 
re@lection. 

We speak of this proposition as a mani- 
festation of demagogism because the only 
possible plea that can be offered in justifica- 
tion thereof is the demand made by individual 
constituents upon Congressmen to solicit ap- 
pointments, urge claims before the depart- 
ments, and do errands at the National Capi- 
tal. It is demagogism which prompts Con- 
gressmen to give up their time to private 
interests. They prefer to neglect the public 
duties to which they were elected rather 
than risk offending somebody who may be 
useful in reélecting them. Hence they spend 
their time hanging around the depart- 
ments seeking appointments und expediting 
claims and in answering the letters which 
pour in upon them. Then they complain 
that they are used as errand boys, and 
ask that the people of the United 
States furnish every oné of them with 
a clerk ty do this sort of business for them 
and assist them in procuring coveted re- 
election. If the average Congressman were 
aman ot as much ability and self-respect as 
he ought to be he would decline to debase 
his position, consume his time, and prostitute 
his trains and energy to doing chores and 
begging favors for Tom, Dick, and Harry, and 
in such case he would not require the serv- 
ices of acierk. The trouble is, that the aver- 
age Congressman is simply a demagog, whose 
thoughts are almostexclusively concentrated 
upon an ambition for reélection or political 
| promotion, and his ruling passion is to con- 
ciliate his home constituents without re- 
gard to the welfare of the country. He is 
generally a mere local politician—not a Na- 
tional character. | 

We are not surprised that Washington re- 
ports concur in predicting the defeat of the 
proposition on account of the apprehension 
that it would be condemned as another salary- 
grab. It would be regarded by the people as 
the meanest sort ot grab; and, though it is 
not to be doubted that a majority in beth 
Houses would be glad to secure this new 
gratuity, the dread of popular condemna- 
tion will probably deter them from voting 
for it, It is this consideration alone which 
has prevented the revival of the franking 
privilege in its worst shape—another appur- 
tenance of Congressionai demagogism. The 
allowance of individual clerks to members 
of Congress would be a novelty in parlia- 
mentary practice. There is no such privi-

A Butt was introduced by Senator Ed- 
munds on Tuesday authorizing citizens making 
claims against the United States to apply to the 
Department of Justice for leave to sue. If leave 
to sue be granted the petitioner is authorized to 
bring suit against the Government in the Cir- 
euit or District Court of the district in which he 
resides, such suits to be conducted as nearly as 
may be like other civil cases in which the United 
States is a party. If tinal judgment shall be 
rendered against the United States,such judg- 
ment is to be pald, unless either House of Con- 
gress directs suspension of payment. Claims 
against the Government which are complete at 
the time of the passage of the act are finally 
barred unless the clai@ant presents his petiuon 
for leave to sue within three years after the 
passage of the bill. Claims which are incom- 
plete at the time of the passage of the act are 
barred unless filed within four years after the 


passage of the bill. 


Tue British Consul at Stockholm calls at- 
tention to the remarkable growth of the export 
trade in Swedish matches. Nearly 23,000,000 
skaipunds (about 19,000,000 pounds avoirdupols) 
were sbipped during 1880. One “ tanesticker 
fabriekx alone, which is stated to be fast 
gaining a world-wide cetebrity for the 
quality combined with cheapness of its 
products, employs 872 hands, of whom are 
women. This factory was originally started on a 
very smmail scale in 1445.

THE RAILROAD WAR. 
NO SETTLEMENT ARRIVED AT. 
Sprctal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 13.—The air was thick with 
rumors today about the railroad war, but it was 
no easy Matter to make a tungible story out of 
the chaos of reports. About the middle of the 
day a rumor oltained circulation in Wall street 
that the ditlicuities had been adjusted and that 
rates would be restored to their old places at 
once. It was said that at a meeting of the 
Presidents and managers of the trunk lines on 
Thursday night an agreement was made and a 
compact signed. The powers resolved to sub- 
mit the agreement to Mr. A. J. Drexel, of the 
firm of Drexel, Morgan & Co., asa disinterested 
party, and, if he considered it fair and equita- 
ble, to adopt it and put it in operation on Mon- 
day. in the Produce Exchange roads were 
quoted as 

RECEIVING WITHOUT LIMIT 

as to time-freight from Chicago to New York for 
10 cents per 100 pounds. Another statement was 
that Vanderbilt demanded 3) per cent of the 
east-bound business, when the truth is his roads 
out of Chicago have always received about 49 
per cent of it. The strongest argument against 
a differential rate discriminating between New 
York and Pennsylvania and Bultimore was 
a resolution of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad to make no concessions 
on this point to Vanderbilt, who demanded that 
freight should be carried to New York the same 
as to Pulladelphia and Baltimore. According to 
the statement of an officer of the Pennsyivania 
Railroad Mr. Vanderbilt had, in response to the 
request of the managers of the other trunk lines, 
submitted a memorandum of what he was will- 
ing to do in order to bring about a settlement of 
the war.

SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Real Causes of the Exodus of the Col- 
ered People — Fleeing from Worse 
than Slavery. 

New York Times. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Jan. 11.—The excitement 
incidental to the enormous emigration of the 
colored peopie from Soutb Carolina continues 
unabated, and grave apprehensions are enter- 
tained that the agricultural interests of the en- 
tire State will suffer irreparable injury the com- 
ing season through lack of necessary labor. 

It has been ascertained from inteiligent col- 

ored men that the exodus is not con- 

fined to the County of Edgefield, though more 
colored people have thus far left that county 
than any other, but that it extends to nearly all 
the counties in western part of the State. 

Persons competeit to judge, visiting in the 

places which have suffered most from the move- 

ment, estimate the total number of the emi- 

grants who have thus far departed at 10.000, 

two-thirds of whom are represented as able- 

bodied men above the age of 21. It was ascer- 
tained from the same authorities that fully as 
many more will ve the State within the next 
two months, and t the reason the colored 
people do not all go is because they have not the 
necessary means to seek homes elsewhere, 
There are many minor causes which have, un- 
doubtediy, bastened the evenit—such as the 
enactment of the Stock law, high rents, short 
crops, and heavy and, in most cases, unjust 
liens; but the real principle invoived was brief- 
ly stated by a very prominent re ntative of 
the colored race as follows: “Our people are 
suffering under a worse bondage in this State 
than they did before the War. We have no 
rights, civil or political, which the party in 
power respects. Congress gave us the right to 
vote, yet we ure not allowed to exercise that 
right; or, when we are allowed to approach the 
ballot-box, our ballots are not counted. 
Before we were freed the white man reaped 
the benefit of our labor, but he clothed 
us, fed us, and looked after usin sickness; now 
the situation is only changed in this, that we 
have to feed and clothe ourselves, and if we 
have not the means to empioy a physiciau when 
sick we are allowed to die like dogs. Who can 
biame us if we are restiess and anxious to seek 
homes where we, and our children in time to 
come, can enjoy the rights and privilegea con- 
ferred on us by an all- wise Providencef This is 
the whoie grievance in a nutshell, and, un- 
fortunately for the Bourbon jouruals engaged 
in misrepresenting the condition and aims of 
the colored people, there are abundart stubborn 
facts—many of which were at various times 
published in the Timcs—to prove the truth of 
the above assertion. “It required no prophet 
to foretell this departure of the colored people.“ 
said one of the most eminent jurists of this 


State a few days ago. “I knew it bad to come, 
and in the summer of 1879, while at one of the 
springs in Virginia, I told several of our best- 
known politicians that unless the colored man 
was allowed to exercise the rights of citizen- 
ship unmolested be would leave the State and 
xo where his rights are not interfered with. For 
the bailot is his emblem of freedom. White 
men who have voted all their lives cannot apore- 
ciate the value the colored man puts on his 
vote. You may take away his wife and obiidren 
and hig@property, but you must permit bim to 
cast t vote, and you must count that vote, if 
you want bim to remain in South Carolina.” 

A case in point will show how juries are ma- 
nipulated by the underlings of the present State 
Administration: A short time ago, while the 
officers chargedjwith that duty were drawing the 
names of jurors to serve on the grand and petit 
juries at the Court of General Sessions, Vounty- 
Auditor Euson, of Charleston, tore up and cast 
aside a number of slips bearing the names of 
respectable citizens, When asked by Jury-Com- 
missioner Helloway why he acted thus, Eason 
replied: ** They were the names of Republicans 
and none of that political creed should go ou the 
Juries.“ Halloway offered further remonstrance, 
and told Eason he would have to assign a better 
reason than that for ‘rejecting taxpaying citi- 
zeus. BKusen replied that ue would be —— if ‘be 
would. and as Halloway was soon after removed 
from his position by the Governor, he believes it 
is owing to his interference with the Auditor's 
uniawful acts. 

Several newspapers, am them the Green- 
ville News, treat the exodus lightly, and suggest 
that the planters have it in their power to sup- 
ply the place of every departed colored tenant 
or laborer with a white ove. Experience has 
proved that Europeans are not suited to farm 
labor in South Carolina. The few who have from 
time to time been bro t into this State found 
fault with the mode liviag—“ hog and hom- 
ny.“ and windowless log-huts were not to their 
taste—and Wey almost invariably went away as 
«pon as they Obtained the means. If it hus been 
tound impossibie to retain immigrant lavor in 
the upland counties, how more so must it prove 
incapuble of being done in the lower, miasmatic 
districts, where the country fever” would kill 
them in less than amonth during the season 
when their services are moat needed.

DON ALEXANDER OREILL v. 


An Irish Governor of Louisiana in 1768. 
To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune, 
CIA, Jan. 12.—The Province of Louisiana 
experienced many and curious alternations of 
rule and vicissitudes of fortune, from the time 
when La Salle first lay claim to it for Gud and 
for France” in 1682, down to the period of its 
final cession, or sale, to the United States by 
Napoleon in 1808. First settled and heid by the 
French, it remained under their control and do- 
minton until 176, when it was ceded to Spain. 
In 1800 it was retroceded to France, 
and in 1803 was sold by Napoleon to 
the United States for $15,000,000. The Governor 
sent in 1768 to take possession of Louisiana for 
the Spanish King was Don Alerander OU Reill 
The title of this drish Don run as follows: Don 
Alexander O Reilly. Commander of Benfayon, 
of the Order of Alcantara. Lieutenant-Generai 
of the Armies of his Most Oatboiic Majesty, Iu- 
spector-General of Infantry, and, by commis- 
sion, Governor and Captain-General of the 
Province of Louisiana.” 
Certainly a very distinguished string of tit ies 
and honors. 
Tune first duty of the new Governor was to pro- 
vide a code of laws for the province, and to de- 
nue the jurisdiction as well us the duties of the 
courts and various officers. 
Many of these laws are very curious. The 
form of oath laid down in these statutes to be 
taken by the “Governors, the Alcaids, and the 
other Judges when taking possession of their 
offices,” is well worth quoting, and give it as 
taken from a copy of the original: " 
“Don N., elected Governor, or Ailcaid, etc. 
(according to the employment or office) * l swear 
before God, the Holy Cross, and the Evangelists to 
uphold and defend the mysery of Ure tinmaculate 
conception of our lady the Virgin Mary, and the 
royal jurisdiction to which I am attached by my 
employment. I also swear to obey the royal 
ordinances and the decrees of bis Majesty, faith- 
fully to discharge the duties of my office, to de- 
cide according tolawin all cases which may 
come before my tribunal; and for the more 
certain attainment thereto, I promise to con- 
sult with such as are well informed in the law 
whenever o rtunities may occur in this city; 
and, lastly, | swear that [ will never exact other 
fees than those fixed An the tariff, and that I wil 
ever take rom or.

They were tried and found 
guilty. Such was the excitement and interest 
over the banging that people during the past 
three days came in from all parts of the coun- 


try to witness the execution. 
THE SCAFFOLD 


was erected two miles from Wentworth, in a 
laree ravine, which would accommodate @ vast 
multitude. At 10 o’viock this morning the 
crowd numbered fully 3.000 people. At 
1 oclock there were 3.000 im at- 
tendance, About 12 o'clock the criminals 
left the jail, each one in a wagon 
and sitting shrouded on a coffin. They were 
escorted and guarded by 250 military and civic 
guards. The ravine presented a picturesque 
appearance. The gallows were erected in the 


centre of the great ravine, which made a vast 
awwphitheaire. All on the sides of the ile 
were tents and camp fires, built by those who 
bad camped out in order to secure places.

Moreau Hanged at Rimouski, Canada, 
for Wite- Murder.

Rrmovusk!I, Que., Jan. 13.—Moreau, a French 
Canadian, was hanged in the jail-yard at 8:30 a. 
m. He mounted the scaffold with a firm step, 
knelt down, and stood up without aid. He did 


not say anything in reference to hiscrime. His 


lips continually moved iu prayer. The fall was 
nine feet, and death was instantanious. His 
neck was broken and his head nearly severed 


from the trunk. The body was cut down two 
and a half minutes after the fall, the trunk 
bleeding profusely. Moreau has not said any- 
thing lately about his alieged accomplice.

committed in September last. He had been

even when the suspicions of his companions 


At last the body was 
found in a lonely piace, covered with leaves, 
and fearfully mangied by an ax. The sight of 
the victim made nu impression upon the man, 
who wassuffered to gv home. But be was sub- 
sequentiy arrested, and the web of ciroum- 
startial evidence was so olosely woven around 
bim at the time that he was found guilty.

Bie Is Arrested and Held to Ball for 


Participation in the Land Frauds in 
Douglas County, Dakota.

YANKTON, Dak., Jan. I3.— Walter H. Brown, 
the man who, as ageut or principal, bas been at 
the bottom of all the Douglas County troubles, 
has turned up. The Sherif went after bim last 
week, but Brown's latch-sirlng was not out. 
Nevertheless the representative of law and or- 
der left word for Mr. Brown, of Brownsdale, 
that his presence was desired at Yankton. Was 
Brown frightened at this? Not abit. Like a 
citizen good and true, he took u few days to 
consult with his indignant and disinterested 
friends, and came into town to learn 
why be should be asked to leave that 
fruitful soil of Douglas County, where uprigut- 
ness and integrity and innocence hold a su- 
preme and majestic sway, for such a place as 
Yankton, with all its temptations to allurea 
man from an honest, virtuous, and sober life. 
He learned that he was wanted to answer tie 
complaint made by Special-Agent Burke that he 
had been guilty of forgery in making filings on 
preémption claims in the Land-Office. On the 
12th of February last Brown entered ten 


filings, and Maj. Burke supposed that at 


least the one for Charles H. Stilwell 
was a forgery, but Mr. -Stilweli said 
today to the U united States Attorney that he sub- 
sequentiy ratified the action of Brown, though 
he did not authorize it; nor did he know that it 
was to be done, nor did he now know that he 
should ever go to Douglas County to settle upon 
hisclaim. Brown waived an examination, and 
his bail was fixed at 6800, but after Stilweil made 
the above statement, the bail was reduced to 
$250. The frauds are still a living topic, but as 
yet no arrests have been made, as there has not 
yet come oſhelally before the Distriet-Attorney 
guy complaint, nor has snfficient evidence been

Propositions to Be Submitted by the 
Western Trunk-Lines Passenger A- 
sociation to the KMastern Trunk Lines 
for a Settlement of the Difficultics Re- 
garding the Emigrant Business. 

The Western Trun«-Lines Passenger Associa- 
tion heid meetings last Monday ani Tuesday in 
this city. The newspaper representatives were 
infurmed that at those meetings, owing to the 
inability of several of the members to be pres- 
ent, no action was taken beyond the acceptance 
of the resignation of Mr. George H. Daniels, late 
General Ticket Agent of the Wabash, as a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee. It appears, 
however, from the official report of the proeceed- 
ings, that those meetings transacte] considera- 
ble business of great importance, and whicb, no 
doubt, was withheld from publication because, 
owing to the absence of several of the members, 
the action is not final untilit bas received the 
unanimous consent of all the roads in the asso- 
ciation. 

it appears from the official report of the pro- 
ceedings that at Monday's meeting Messrs. Car- 
penter, Stennett, and Cbandler were appointed 
a committee to prepare a plan for the future 
guidance of the association in regard to the dis- 
criminations of the Hastern trunk lines against 
lines in the association and other kindred top- 
ics, said plan to be submitted to the meeting fur 
consideration. | 

Dr. Steunett gave notice that at an early 
meeting of the ussociation he proposed to offer 
a resoludion changing the basis for determining 
the proportion of the expenses of the associa- 
tion which each constituent road shall bear. 

Ou motion, the Commissioner was instructed 
to ascertain the attitude of the foilowing -named 
steamship companies with regard to their giv- 
ing the emigrant business controlied by them to 
lines not friendly to the association, and it was 
agreed that no free transportation be granted 
the representatives of said lines until the Com- 
missioner reported on them: Allan Line, Beaver 
Iune, Bordeaux Line, Deminion Line, Edward 
Carr Line, Great Western Line, italian Line, 
National Line, Netherland American Line, and 
Red Cross Line. 

lt was also resolyed that where any person is 
agent of two or more steamship lines, any one 
of which is in the list of lines to which the West- 
ern trunk lines have agreed to extend no favors 
in the shape of passes. such person shall receive 
no free transportation, even thougu the other 
lines represented by bim may be among the 
lines to which the Western 1oads have agreed to 

xtend such courtesies. 

At Tuesday's meeting the Commissioner was 
instructed to call a meeting for Thursday, Jan. 
19, for the purpose of compiling a eheet of emi- 
grant rates from the “ gateways."" The Com- 
mittee on Discrimination, appointed at the 
previous meeting, made the following report: 

“1. That the Commissioner be instructed to 
correspond witb and invite meetings of the asso- 
ciation, as an association, at New York at an 
early day, with Joba. N. Abbott, of the New 
York, Lake Erie & Western; ©. B. Meeker, ot 
the New York Ceutral; L. M. Cule and C. K. 
Lord, of the Baltimore & Obio; E. Gallup. of the 
Boston & Albany; end William Wainwright and 
J. Stephenson, of the Grand Trunk, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining if the questions in contro- 
versy between the roads they represent and the 
associated roads caunot be adjusted on a basis 
that may he fair and just to all parties in interest, 

“2. The objects to be attained at these mect- 


ngs are: 

* First—To enone the Eastera roads to cease 
discriminating against the associated roads, 

“ Second—To cause the * rouds to give 
without pay Oe x. to of the associated 
roads as fair Ay proportion of their west- 
bound emigrant traffic as the positions, import- 
ance a6 convenient carriers of this cinss of 
traffic, and their facilities warrant each to ex- 
pect or demand. 

“ Third—To cause the managers of the Eastern 
roads to so control their west-bound — 
agents as to so divide the business as surgesie 
in Clause 2, that it will not be necessary for the 
Western roads to Offer or to pay the ticketing 
agents any commission or other remuneration 
for ticketing the weat-bound emigration. 

“Fourth—To cause the Eastern roads to re- 
port to aud pay over to the Western roads all of 
the excess baggage moneys that are collected 
for them by the Kastern roads on emigrant bag- 
gage seut over the lines of the Western roads. 

. That before such meetings are held, the 
representatives of the associated roads consult 
with their managing officers, and determine how, 
at the meetings proposed, they enail vote and 
biad their roads ov the following poiuts: ; 

“First—Should the Eastern rounds. or any of 

refuse to cause their discriminations 
against the associated roads to cease, shall tick- 
ets, saving first-class, issued by the refusing 
roads, De dishonored and not accepted by the as- 
sociated roods? 

“Becond—Should the Eastern roads, or any of

issued by the refusing roads be dishonored and 
be not accepted Dy the associated roads? 

“ Third—Should the desires of the association 
as to one only of the above points be agreed to 
by all or any of the Eastern roads, what step, if 
any, sbali be taken us to the other point? 

- Fourth—Sbail all of the associated roads act 
as a unit in all matters brought up at these 
meetings? If not, to what extent may each road 
id the association act with two or more roads of 
the association that can agree? 

*Fifth—Should the Eastern roads, or any of 
them, refuse to coutrol the roufe and distribu- 
tion of emigrants cousigned to them by steam- 
sbip companils, to what extent shall such rail- 
roads be disciplined, and shall this discipline 
extend to the refusal of all of its Issue of tickets 
other thau those paying first-class rates? 

“Sixth—Sbould the Eastern roads, or any of 
them, refuse to yacate existing arrangements 
witb the Chicago, Kock Island & Pacitie Road, 
ang tail to agree to fairly divide the business 
among all of the Western roads, including the 
Rock Island, shall the associated roads act in the 
same manner as if the Eastern roads refused to 
eease discriminating?

An Effort to Restore West- Bound Rates 
Forms the Baris for the Rumors that 
the Ballread War Ie About to Come 
to an &nd, 

Rumors of a settlement of the trunk-line war 
have been current during the last few days. It 
was claimed that the questions at issue had 
been submitted to arbitration, aad that rates 
would be restored within a few days. Late ad- 
vices, however, do not indicate that the war is 
any nearer to a settlement than before. The 
rumors arose from the fact that the trun-line 
Presiderts had agreed to meet yesterday to see 
whether the west- bound rates could not be re- 
stored, This, however, bas nothing to do with 
the war on east-bound rates, which is the prin- 
cipal bone of contention. An attempt to ro- 
store west-bound rates Was made some months 
ago, and the Penusylvania and Baltimore & Onio 
Honds actually advanced their rates at that 
time to the old figures,und have maintained 
them ever since. But they got but littie busi- 
hess at those rates, because the Vanderbilt 
roads and the Erie refused to join ip the resto- 
ration of west- bound rates. and this because the 
Boston & Albany refused to make the advance 
in rates from Boston. The Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore & Obio have made strenuous efforts 
ever since to bri about a settlement of the 
west-bound rate difficulties. It was not learned 
what results the Eastern magnates reached at 
their conference yesterday. it matters but lit- 
tle, however, what result they reach, since any- 
thing they do will not materially change the sit- 
unuon. It is generally known that the New 
York lines have contracts on weet-bound 
business, at the present low rates, runn 
unt June, 80 that an advance wil 
only affect a few of the small-fry merchants 
wbo failed to make or secure contracts with the 
trunk lines. How badly the west- bound rates 


are being cut can be seen from the following 
nugures:

Gowen [Again President of the Reading

again President of the Reading Railroad. He 
has won the longest, most bitter, and most 
sharply contested figbt ever made for the con- 
trol of a great railroad compavy—a fight 
which has been persona! and aggressive, and un- 


supported either by great capital or complaisant 
courts. For more tpau furty years McUalmont 


Brothers & Ca., of London, have virtually owned 
the Philadeiphia & leading Railroad Company, 


as far as the power to dictate its policy was con- 
cerned, for they have vever beld in theirown name 
leas than a clear majority of 50,000 shares of the 
highest total vote ever cast at any election. 


Eleven years ago they accepted Mr. Gowen as 
Mr. Charies E. Smith's successor, when [li-health 


caused the latter to take rest abroad. From 


that time the policy of the company became one 


of enlargement. It then owed $14,000,000, was 


earning $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 a year, and paying 
its stockholders 10 per cent per annum. Mr.

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 11.—Just before the 
adjournment of the House of Kepresentatives 
this afternoon, quite a flurry was created by Mr.

EXAMINATION OF THE COPPER THIEVES. 

The examination of Charles Hoimperg, Will- 
iam Pope, and Louis Otto, charged with having 

urchased manufactured copper, knowmg it to 

stolen, from Charles Hartendort, a porter in 
the employ of Park. Scott & Co., dealers in man- 
ufactured copper, on Lake street, was com- 
menced before Justice Meech yesterday after- 
noon. 

The first witness called was Archibald Winnie, 
the manager of Park, Scott & Co. He testified 
that about twenty-five tons of manufactured 
copper bud been stolen frow the firm within the 
last eighteen mantbs, valued at ubout to 
$6 a ton. He bad hud conversadons with Louis 
Otto ‘regarding receiving copper from Park, 
Scott & Co. Otto claimed he did vot understand 
the Enx«lish language, but witness found be did. 
Otto said be bad never bought copper from 
Park, Scott & Co. Otto wanted to know of wit- 
ness if he told what hc knew wouid de be set 
free. Witness made no reply to bim. Otto said 
he bad received about five tong from George 
Hartendorf, Park. Scott & Co.'s porter, and bud 
paid him frore 10 to 12 cents a pound for it, Otto 
used to tell Hartendorf when he wanted copper 
and the porter would put it on the wagon. Wit- 
ness knew Holmberg. He bad, sold Holmberg 
copper for at least a year. Holmberg was a 
regular customer of the bouse. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Winnie testified 
that the conversations he bad with Otto were 
while be was contined taacell at the Harrison 
Street Police Stauon. He did not ten Otto 
with the penitentiary unless be con d. Otto 
told nim be knew where Park, Scott & Co.'s store 
was, and that he had purchased about five tons 
of copper during the year. The witness knew 
copper was being stolen, but did pot kpow until 
recently bow it was stolen, H ndorf was the 
porter. He sold goods for the tm. He never 
told Otto that he would not be prosecuted if he 
contessed. Witness bad been the manager of 
Park, Scott & Co. for over two years. Harten- 
dort w sasortot utility man around the store, 
and generally weighed the copper sold. Hart- 
on dorf wasin the habit of making out bills of 
sale for the firm and receipting the same. He 
bad charge in the absence of witness and the 
book keeper. 

George Hartendorf, the porter of Park, Scott 
& Co., was the next witness. He had boem em- 

loved by the firmn for the last five years. He 

ad told Lieut. Pinkerton all the facts io the 
case. He hac sold Otto copper at 10 to E cents a 
pound; about eight or ten tons ſu all. He had 
made out some of the bills. He didn't put down 
the amount of copper. only tne amount of the 
bill. He had let Otto have copper and then went 
to him and got the money and kept it for bis 
owns use. Twelve cents a pound was the most 
Otto ever paid bim for the copper. Otto bad 
told witness they had to be careful, as the firm 
would tind it out, and they would be caught. 
Otto knew the copper was worth from 23 to 50 
cents a pound. Otto sometimes paid him at the 
store and sometimes at bis (Otto's) house. Otto 
repeatedly warned bim to be careful or 2 
would be caught. Otto told him he sold some o 
the copper to Gustav Matthews, on Milwaukece 
avenue. copper was taken from 
store early in the morning, before the 
manager or bookkeeper got there. He 
knew Pope. He bad sold him about three tons 
of copper. He sold the copper to him at 14 to 15 
cents a pound, Pope alwys got the copper 
varly in the morning, before the manager or 
bookkeeper arrived. Pope had told him to look 
out and keep his (witness’) mouth sbut or they 
would t into trouble. He never made out 
bills to Pope at the price he sold the copper. He 
told Pope the price was 30 cents, but be would 
seli it to him at half-price. Witness knew Hoim- 
herr. He sold bim about half aton, Hotmberg 
pened gave bi a sheet for the copper. 

t was worth 815 w$heet. Witness used to give 
bim au extra sheet when he filled the order, and 
be would go to Holmberg’s store and get the pay 
for the extra sheet. olmberg paid the ful 
price for what he ordered. Holmberg told bim 
to take care or auotner coppersmith who was 
down on bim (Holmberg) would find out they 
were doing wrong and make trouble for them. 

The prosecution baving finished with the wit- 
ness, the Court, feeling indisposed, adjourned 
the case to next Wednesday afternoon at 1

No names were 
ever pul on the books, and only cash sales were 
recognized.

Bota sides rested the case bere and expressed 
a willingness to submit the case without srgu- 
went, but Justice Meech said be would prefer 
hearing them, and would adjourn court until 
1 lo’clock, when they could do their 
talking.

He pointed out the suspicious 
fact that none of the employés of the defeud- 
ant bad been called to the staad by the defense;

before Jan. 1 last. He was satisfied in bis mind 
that there had been ua vouspiracy to beat young 
Benton out of bis money, and that the money 
bad beon taken by force, but the evidence went 
to show that the money bad been obtained by 
intimidution. There was no testimony that the 
plaintiff bad bid ona single cigur, but it ap- 
peared clear that the cigurshad teen thrust 
upon bim, and his mouey taken away from him, 
because of bis ignorance of the law and the vus- 
toms of the city. The defendant was neid to the 
Criminal Court in bonds of $1,000 for robbery, 
and gave surety to appear before the grand jury. 


SNIDE BUTTER, 

THE PROGRESS VF THE PROSBCUTIONS AGAINST 
RETAILERS—THE BIG MANUFACTURERS, 0 
TELS, RESTAURANTS, AND BOAKRDLNG-HUUSES 
TO CATCH IT NEXT. 

A reporter of Tax TRIBUNE was informed ves- 
terday by Mr. H. T. Mowe, the City Butter In- 
epector, that satisfactory progress was being 
made with the good work of prosecuting of- 
fenders against the State law which probibits 
the adulteration of butter. The cases aguinst 
grocers, which were instituted some time ago, 
have been postponed two or three times, owing 
to pressure of business in the Justice Courts, 
but will be pushed to trial next Tuesday. The 
penalty for swindling people by selig them 
sulne, butterine, and olcoma: zarine for butter 
is a flue of from #25 to $200, aud the law wiil be 
rigorously enforced in all cases. 

Anotber branch of the swiudie has been 
tackled by the Butter Inspector with good re- 
suit. Warraats have been issucd for the arrest 
of a number of the alleged “country farmers” 
who travel around with Daskets or wagons ped- 
diing “country butter to innocent citizens, 
These fellows operate mostly in the outlying 
districts of the city and in the suburbs, and they 
are frauds of the worst kind. It stands to rea- 
son that no gurc-enough farmer could afford to 
fritter away bis time peddlm good butter at 25 

pound from bouse to house, when 

wet the full market value 

for it from any dealer. The “farmers” 
are counterfeits, anu their stock is 
suine, or butterine, as suide as themselves. Two 

of them have been arrested and will be given a 

bearing before Justice Brayton next Friday, 

and other arrests are to follow. Citizens who 

Have been victimized by these alleged Grangers 

are requested to furnish wmlvrmation to the 

Butter Inspector, who will attend to the prosecu- 

tion of all cases of which evidence can be ob- 

tained.

THE CABLE ROAD. 

A HARMLESS EXPLOSION AT THE ENGINE-HOUSE 
—INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE CABLE, AND 
WHAT IT HAS COST. 

What migbt have been à serious accident oc- 
curred yesterday morning at the encine-house 
of the State street cable road. It appears that 
preparations hud been made for another trial of 
the wachivery, und a number of invited guests 
were present td witness the exbibimon. Steam 
was turned on about halt- past 10 o'clock, and 
the machinery worked beautifully for about five 
minutes, when a loud explosion startled the on- 
lookers, and a cloud of steam poured out into 
the engine-room. No time was just in sbutting 
off the steam, and it was discovered that the 
accident had occurred in the northwestern eu- 
gine of the four. It seems that the piston in the 
cylivder of tais engine was a trifle tuv long, and 
the“ nut on the end of it bad struck 
against the cylinder-bead with rent 
force, punching a bole through it about 
three incbes square. Througb this aperture the 
steam rushed, speedily filling the space between 
the cylinder-head pruper and. the ornamental 
polished brass h called the jacket, and the 
jacket was biown off. The slug woich had been 
punched from the Age 9 gone and the jacket 
were blown across the room against the wall. a 
distance of some fifteen feet, with great vio- 
lence. The dumage done is very slight. and will 
in no way retard the work. In view of the fact 
that so many peopie wer in the eugine-room 
at the time of the expiosion it is a wonder that 
no one was injured. K

Swinbarne’s Mary Stuart.’ 

Mr. Swinburne has at length finished the 
trilogy begun by him with “Chastelard” in 
1865; continued in “ Bothwell,” published 
some seven years ago, and now completed 
by the appearance of Mary Stuart.“ In his 
selection of this subject, Mr. Swinburne 
places himself in competition with the Ger- 
man poet Schiller. The latter, however, 
wrote with a view to the production of a 
tragedy for the stage, while the later poet 
has written a piece which is incapable of 
dramatic representation in its present form. 
Mary Stuart“ is to be read and estimated 
as a poem.“ Its lack of drdmatic qualities 
is to some extent unfortunate, for the 
reader's interest cannot fail to lag at times. 
The verse is fine, many passages are 
striking, but it is very much like “linked 
sweetness long drawn out.“ Much of it 
might have been omitted, and it sounds often 
like an effort to produce a certain number of 
lines within a given time. It treats of the 
last days of the beautiful but unhappy 
Queen of Scotland, and is in general in har- 
mony with history, although a device has 
been added by the author to connect it with 
the first of the three poems. The “device” 
in Mary Stuart,” singularly enough, is 
shown by M. de la Ferriére, ina volume re- 
cently issued in Paris, to be an historical 


fact, and the letter supposed to have been 


written by Mary Stuart to Elizabeth to be 
actually extantin the archives of the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury. The story, as introduced 
in the poem, runs somewhat as follows: 
Mary, who has been for eighteen years a 
prisoner, is constantly scheming to effect her 
escape. With her in the prison is Mary 
Beaton. Two years before the tragedy opens 
the Queen had written a letter to Elizabeth 
repeating numberless lewd stories about the 
“Virgin Queen” which the old Countess of 
Shrewsbury had told her. This letter she 
gave to Mary Beaton to deliver to the En- 
glish Queen, but on thinking the matter over 
told herto destroy it. Mary Beaton, how- 
ever, keeps the letter, remembering the fate 
of her lover, the young minstrel Chastelard, 
whom the Queen had permitted to be exe- 
cuted. When, therefore, her mistress’ fate 
seemed hanging in the balance, and, though 
no plea might save her, the sending of this 
letter might seal her doom, Mary Beaton 
put a test to Mary Stuart to see if one 
word of pity or remembrance would be 
dropped for Chastelard. The test was to sing a 
song that the minstrel’ had composed. But 
the Queen had forgotten Chastelard, and 
Mary Beaton wreaks her vengeance by send- 
ing the letter to Elizabeth. This was after 
sentence had been passed, but before Eliza- 
beth had signed the warrant. It is now 
signed at once, and Mary Beaton stands by 
at the execution noting the strange likeness 
between the Queen’s fate and that of herown 
lover, Chastelard. In the poem the charac- 
ter of Elizabeth is finely treated. Mary 
Stuart thus speaks of her: 
I would not be so tempered of my blood. 
So much mismade as she in spirit and tlesh, 
Tu be more fair of fortune. Sbe should bate 
Not me. albeit she bate me deadly, more

Authors and Authorship. 

In a very general way Mr. Shepherd treats 
of the subject of “authorship” by quoting 
the opinions of prominent and well-known 
authors. His booklet is the first of a series 
descriptive of The Literary Life,“ the sec- 
ond volume of which is now nearly ready 
and has the title “Pen Pictures of Modern 
Authors.” There is a sort of glamor about 
the life of an author which the public may 
be considered anxious to understand. It 
would be of more value to the author him- 
self if it could be represented it dollars and 
cents. Glamor, notoriety, reputation do not 
bring a proportionate amount of income, and 
that is what the professional author strives 
for. Neither Mr. Shepherd’s own views nor 
those. he quotes are optimistic on the au- 
thorship question. It is somewhat of a 
speculation in which the combination 
is against you at the beginning. 
lf you can keep at it long enough 
you may break the corner, and if 
you don’t meanwhile starve to death 
you will be able to win at least a living. The 
opinions given are on both sides of the question, 
‘and no definit answer can be given as to the wis- 
dom or folly of trying to lead a purely literary 
life as a business—a method of earning daily 
bread and butter. The deduction appears to be 
something like this: Try itand if you succeed 
you are all rigut; if you fail, try again and keep 
on trying, ultimately you will discover whetber 
you are fitted fora “literary lite or not. Asa 
matter of fact chance and a good many other 
trings besides merit dave a good deal to do with 
success in literature. Jean Paul, William Biake, 
and bosts of others stood for years with one foot 
on the threshold of the poor-house before they 
could obtain a hear It was long before 
Carlyle was appreciated, and Balzac was driven 
nearly to suicide before he could get the Paris- 
ians to read bis novels. Thackeray barely earned 
a subsistence untii his Vanity Fair caught 
the public fancy and his future was assured. 
Mr. Browning bas but lately won bis way toa 
position where be is sure of being read. Wash- 
ington Irving wrote a long tetter to his nephew 
solemnly warning him inst a literary lite.“ 
Mr. Shepherd's book is interesting reading, and 
promises well forthe other numbers in this new 
series. He really leaves it to his readers to poles 
for themselves as tothe advantages or disad- 
vantages of a literary. And in this be is 
truly politic. He has cu the wisdom of scores 
of other thinkers and offers this material to the 
public in an attractive form, without expressing 
any opinion as to the comparative merits of the 
ODDOSs writers. One thing is likely to result 
from the reading of these volumes. e genial 
iliusion that an author must in his own person 
represent the qualities admired iu nis 
works is likely to be rudely dispelled. 
An autbor or professional writer is 
often a very charming reon, but he 
is after ell actuated by the same motives that 
control the peripatetic scissors-grinder or tne 
traveling hucketer—he writes for a living, for 
commonplace and vulgar dollars and cents—un- 
less he is a Whitman or a Wilde, and then he 
writes to let off the steam of his dangerous ergo- 
tism which would otherwise so inflate bim that, 
like the ox in the fable. he would burst through 
excess of self-admiration. Published in New 
York by G. F. Putnam's Sons. 


Money, Trade, and Banking. 

A neat and handy volume, embracing “a 
few facts and suggestions on money, trade, 
and banking,” by Mr. J. H. Walker, of 
Worcester, Mass., has just been issued from 
the Riverside Press of Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co., of Boston. Without attempting to write 
a treatise on financial matter for the benefit 
of scientists, Mr. Walker has furnished the 
public with a volume of a far more useful 
character to an fmmensely greater number of 
persons, The manner of treating the subjects 
is as commendable as the facts and sugges- 
tions are acceptable. In the comparatively 
sinall space of ninety pages is embodied the 
practical information of a whole library of or- 
dinary works on economical subjects. It is not 
the presentanon of smattering information, but 
a clear and concise statement of actual and es- 
tablished facts concerning the subjects consid- 
ered. No words are wasted in useless disquisi- 
tions, or in considering op ing theories; the 
reader is informed of the facts in as tew son- 
tonces as are necessary to make the subject in- 
telligible. 

The “few facts and suggestions define and 
explain what ure known in commercial and 
business circles, aud the proper functions aud 
correct business operations under the following 
terms and titles: Money, Trade, Function of 
Coin, Capital, Borrower and Lender, Interest, 
Banki Necessary, Government Bonds, Na- 
tional Banks, Banks in the Interest of the Peo- 

le, Inducements to Engage in Banking, 

ractical Working of a Bank, The Clear- 
ing House, By Whom Money Is Made, 
Impotence of Statute Law. In the 
concluding chapter are suggestions concern- 
ing Government legal-tender notes and the 
United States Sub-Treasury. A summary of 
the principal restrictions and requirements of 
the National- Bank act closes the useful volume. 
Any person wishing a clear expianation of these 
topics furuisbhed in a reasonable compass, and 
there are thousands of such persons, can tind 
all this in Mr. Waker's small and uopretending 
but not the less useful book. 


Two New Law-Books. 

„A Treatise on the Law of Stock Brokers“ 
is the title of a carefully prepared work the 
authors of which are members of the Phila- 
delphia Bar. As is stated in the preface, the 
transactions growing out of the sale and hy- 
pothecation of the securities dealt in at the 
Stock Exchange already form, both in their 
number and magnitude, one of the 
most important branches of busi- 
ness carried on in great commercial 
centres, and the questions arising out of 
them are subjects upon which the lawyer is 
almost called upon to advise. There have 
been many legal works written on the sub- 
ject. In the volume before us the writers 
have sought rather to discuss the law rela- 
tive to the agents in these transactions and 
the character of the thing sold than the 
character of the securities and the obliga- 
tions they impose upon the corporations is- 
suing them. ‘The book answers its purpose. 
It is clearly written, and the authorities cited 


embrace the latest cases of importance. The 
werk has aiso an excellent index. Itwill be a 
valuabie addition to a lav library, since all law- 

ers are compelled to be familiar with this tast 
pereasing branch of jurisprudence.

But 
citizenship is intimately coon with suf- 
frage: and the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise may be considered prima facie evidence 
of citizenship; usually it does dt exist without 
it. The late President of the Uni States 
earnestly invited the attention of Congress 
and the people to the prevalence of ignorance 
and illiteracy among voters under the present 
suffrage system. Various schemes have been 
from time to time proposed with a view to 
abolish or to mitigate the most alarming feat- 
ures thatare incident to our exist system. 
These evils have already become well- nien in- 
tolerable; and their existence is a constant 
threat to the peace and prosperity of the coun- 
try. Mr. Morse’s book is a valuable contribu- 
tion to the discussion of the citizenship ques- 
tion, and renders clear many points hitherto 
somewhat obecure and uncertain, 


Two Subscription Volumes. 

“The Imperial Highway,” by Jerome 
Paine Bates, A. M., is one of those volumes 
—the number of which is legion—prepared 
especially for country circulation. The farm- 
er is necessarily a believer in the multum-in- 
parvo doctrine. His wealth is in stock and 
in lands rather than in cash, and, while pos- 
sessing an inborn desire to know of the 
things in the world about him, his library is 
restricted in numbers, and he prefers to read 
and to reread a few volumes rather than to 
have on hand a large and varied assortment 
of books, the majority of which will never be 
opened from one year’s end to the other. It 
is during the long winter evenings that he 
finds time to read, and then he wants prac- 
tical, useful information on subjects having 
a direct personal interest. As he has but 
few books, those he has must be ornamental 
and combine text and illustration. For this 
purpose generally old plates are pressed 
into the service, the scissors furnishes 
the text, and a gaudy cover the 
attractive bait. Fortunes are made by the com- 
pliers and publishers of these works which are 
generally of literary value only as the authors 
quoted from possess world-wide reputation. Mr. 
Bates’ book bas more originality than the ma- 
jority of works of this class. The author has 
freely emptied into this book the contents of 
his own thought, experience, and observation; 


but be bas also “as freely drawn from the 
when-

une, or Success in Businees Life”; The High- 
way to Happiness in Social and Family Lite“; 
„The Heavenly Highway to Eternal Life.“ In 
bis preface the author makes the rather singu- 
jar statement that, While separate and de- 
tached portions of this book may be found else- 
where, the volume, as a whole, is not to be du- 
plicated in the literary feaim. We believe this 
is especially trie of a dictiopary, and more or 
less true of every book publish If this were 
not the case, the number of suits for 
infringement of copyright would be practically 
unlimited. Mr. Bates’ book was written fora 
purpose which it will undoubtedly fulfill. It 
contains much wholesome reading, and is well 
padded with entertaining anecdotes and stories. 


Practical Life; or, Ways and Means for De- 
veloping Character and Resources by Mrs. 
Julia McNair Wright, is another volume of the 
same class as the one referred toabove. In it 
the individual is considered in regard to Do- 
mestic Life, Common Sense, Physical Culture, 
Education, Social Relations, Trades, Clubs, 
Business, Books, Dress, Love, Manners, Filirta- 
tion, Divorce, Marriage, laformation, Limita- 
tions, and Religion.“ This is canprehensive, 
and embraces many topics of which the writer 
can have only the vaguest theoretic knowledge.

A New Cyclopedia. 

We have received from the publishers, 
I. K. Funk & Co., New York, a copy of a 
“Cyclopedia of Practical Quotations, with 
Full Coneordance and Ober Copious In- 
dexes,” by J. K. Hoyt and Anna L. Ward. 
The volume is a handsome one of some 900 
pages, finely printed on good paper, substan- 
tially bound, and containing over 17,000 quo- 
tations, the accuracy of every one of which 
has been carefully verified. The Cyclo- 
pedia claims to be a novelty only in the 
abundance of its matter and the peculiarities of 
its arrangement. The English and Latin quota- 
tions are arranged under subject heads—of 
which there are over 1,000—and the arrungement 
throughout is alfabeticul. The subjects come 
first, then the authors, and lustly the quotations 
under each name. With each quotations is given 
the name of the writer and the place where it 
may be found. The groupime of certain promi- 
nent subjects, such as Birds,“ * Flowers,” 
Months. ** Occupations,” Seasons.“ Trees,“ 
etc., is new and useful. The Appendix con- 
tains topical indexes, a concordance to English 
quotations, and index to transiation of Latin 
quotations. It is the most voluminous of the 
many cyclopredias in the market, and, it it does 
not supersede the Others, is at least of equal 
merit. Its preparation has required an immense 
amount of labor aud months of time. The re- 
sult is highly creditable to those who have editéd 
the volume, which is a library in itself, and in- 
dispensable to those engaged in any sort of lit - 
erary work. 


Darwin and the Vorm. 

Mr. Charles Darwin, who is entitled to be 
called the greatest of living naturalists and 
scientific generalizers, has in his latest work, 
“The Formation of Vegetable Mold 
Through the Action of Worms, with Obser- 
vations of Their Habits,” shown how inter- 
esting a scientific study of evena very un- 
promising subject can be made. It is the ro- 
sult of over forty years’ close observation, 
and in it he shows how the despised earth- 
worm, Which is of interest to most persons 
only as material for fish-bait, serves a very 
important purpose and is the prime agency 
in the production of some very conspicuous 
results that would naturally be attributed to 
much less humble instrumentalities. 

It was in 1837 that Mr. Darwin first pub- 
lished his views as to the formation of vege- 
table mold and the agency of worms in its 
production, and ever since that time he has 
made the matter a subject of observation. 
Ilis views so far as they were noticed at first 
did not appear to receive much support from 
geologists, but the result of over forty years’ 
study fully bear them out. ‘The reader will 
have no hesitation in agreeing with Mr. Dar- 
win’s conclusions. Yet in themselves these 
appear somewhat remarkable. The author 
says, speaking of worms: “In many parts 
of England a weight of over ten tons of dry 
earth annually passes through their bodies 


and is brought to the surface on each acre of 
land, so that the whole superficial bed of vege- 
table mold passes through their bodies in the 
course of every few years. From the eoliapsing 
of the old burruws tue mold is in constaut 
though slow movement. When we be- 
bold a wide, turf-covered expanse, we shouid 
remember that its smoothness, on which its 
beauty depends, is mainiy due to all the in- 
eyualities buving been slowly leveied by worms. 
It is a marvelous reflection that the whole of 
the superficial mold over any such expanse 
has passed, and will aguin pass, every few years 
through the bodies of worms. The plow is one 
of the most ancient and most valuable of man's 
inventions; but long before be existed the land 
was regularly plowed, and stil continues to be 
thus plowed, by earth-worms. It may be doubted 
whether there are many other animais which 
have played so important a part iv the history 
of the world as have these lowly organized 
creatures.” 

Mr. Darwin shows in this study that low in the 
animal kingdom as worms are they are not b 
any means altogether devoid of will and inteili- 
gence, put that they act with some judgment ac- 
cording to circumstances, show a consider- 
able d of selection in their wethods at 
times. 4 portion of the book is itself a very in- 
teresting contribution to comparative psychol- 
ogy. Worms are also of interest to the archmolo-

Illinois in the Eighteenth Century 

The twelfth number in the Fergus Histori- 
cal series is entitled “Illinois in the Eight- 
eenth Century.” The pamphlet comprises 
three papers read before the Chicago Histor- 
ical Society by Edward G. Mason, and enti- 
tied, respectively “Kaskaskia and Its Parish 
Record; “Old Fort Chartres”; “Col. Jobn 
Todd's Record- Book.” The interesting nature 
of these papers is a sufficient justification fur 
their publication in this form. They represent 
a great deal of patient labor and faithful in- 
vestigation. The subjects treated are of special 
interest to those desirous of becoming familiar 
with the early history of the State. The little 


volume is neatly gotten up, like the others in 
series. 


Theological. 

George H. Ellis, of Boston, has lately pub- 
lished a well-written volume (12 mo., pp. 238) 
entitled“ Ecce Spiritus.“ The design of the 
author is to consider the spirit that dwelt in 
Jesus and was manifested by Him. He writes 
from a Unitarian standpoint, and will be re- 
garded by many readers of the “orthodox 
faith” as having misconceived, or at least 
misstated, their views. He seems to discard 
the idea of the supernatural as it is common- 
ly entertained. The volume contains many 
suggestive things, and will be read with 
profit not only by those who accept its teach- 
ings, but by many who question the sound- 
ness of some of its doctrines. 


“ Mission-Life in Greece and Palestine“ is 
an illustrated memorial of the labors of Mary 
Briscoe Baldwin, missionary to Athens and 
Joppa, by Mrs. Emma Raymond Pitman. 
Miss Baldwin was a missionary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. Her mother 
was a niece of President James Madison. 
She was born in Virginia in 1811, and, after 
the death of her mother in 1830, determined to 
devote her life to the missionary cause, which 
she did with practical earnestness until her 
death at Joppa, June 20,1877. The whole story 
of her life and work is well told by her biog- 
rapher in the volume before us, which the reader 
will find both interesting and instructive. 


In the course of the years 1879 and 1880 several 
articies appeared in the Unitarian Review from 
the pen af Rufus P. Stebbins, D. D., formerly 
President aod Professor of Theology in the 
Meadville Theological School, on Kuenen’s “ Re- 
ligiou of Israel and the age of the Pentateuch. 

ese articles, somewhat modified, have been 
recently published by George H. Ellis, of Boston, 
in a small duodecimo volume of 233 pages. Dr. 
Stebpins says that this work was more than half 
through the presse when Prof. W. tobertson 
Smith's lectures on the Oid Testament and the 
Jewish Church were published. But he adda 
that he would have found very little in these 
lectures 2 notice if he had received 
them. in season. It is interesting to find a de- 
tonse of the Mosaic authorship of the Penta- 
touch as to its substance written by a Unitarian 
professor over against the skeptical theories of 
the Dutch school and the moditied but still un- 
settling criticistrs of Prof. W. Robertson Smith, 
of the Free Presbyterian Church of Scotland. 
The argument of Prof. Stebbins is forcible, and 
deserves the careful attention of clergymen and 
inquiring laymen. The style is popular and the 
discussion is of design adap to the compre- 
hension of ordinary readers. The theories of 
Kuenen and Smith are receiving and will ro- 
ceive a searching critical examination. The 
volume before us is written in a charitabie 
spirit, while it firmly maintains in substance the 
old view of the Mosaic origin of the law as found 
in the books of Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers. and 
Deuteronomy. R. W. P.

Superintendent M€Garigie Asks for a 
Total of $849,720 for the Present Lear 
~An Increase Over Former Vears, and 
How He Accounts for It—Value of the 
Police-Alarm-Telegraph System—The 
Urgent Need of Mere Policemen. 
Superintendent McGarigie yesterday submit- 

ted Controller Gurney bis estimates of the 

amount required for the Police Department dur- 
ing the present calendar year. 
SALARIES. 

The total asked for salaries is $707,822. Of this 
amount $13,106 is for salaries of the Superia- 
tendent and the empioyés of bis office; $8,925 for 
five Captains: $28,665 for twenty-one Lieuten- 


ants; $17,860 for seventeen Sergeants; $23,100 for 


twenty detectives; $32,010 for thirty-three sta- 
tionkeepers: $16,380 for Bailiffs, poundkeepers, 
lock-upkeepers, and inspectors of pawnshops 
and vehicles; $70,875 for seventy-five day-squad 
men for bridges, tunnels, street-crossings, rail- 
road depots, etc.; $236,250 for 250 patrolmen of 
class 1 for patrol duty for one year; 
$157,500 for 20 patrolmen of class 2 
for patrol duty nine months; 856. for 
sixty patrolmen of ciassl1 for police wagous; 
$20,160 for forty-eight patroimen of class 2 tor 
police wagon six months; $16,000 for telegrapa 
operators; and $10,302 for engineers, janitors, 
hostiers, and watchman of artillery. 
MISCELLANEOUS EXPENSES. 

The total asked for miscellaneous expenses is 
$141,898, Of this amount $10,000 is for secret 
service; $10,000 for repairs of stations; $10,000 
for steam-fitting, lers, furniture, te., of 
Desplaines Streec Station and West Division Po- 
lice Court; $20,000 for 200 police-alarm telegraph 
boxes, with lines and instruments compiete;

The total estimate for the department, em- 
bracing salaries and miseellaneous expenses, is

The amount asked for is in increase of the 
amount for former years, but is still within the 
limit of actual necessities.

Kansas City correspondence: Another 
chapter has been brought to light in the story 
of Minnie Beals, the Kansas singer, whose 
romantic marriage and supposed death have 
been the theme of many a newspaper article 
in the West and the East, and whose present 


hundreds of those in every part of our coun- 
try who were interested in her fate. 

In order to show the significance of the 
story which was yesterday related, it will be 
necessary to briefly review the facts in the 
history of this most unhappy lady, and recall 
the points in her remarkable career. 

Miss Minnie Beales was reared in Topeka, 
Kas., where her family, or at least some 
niembers of it, reside at the present time. 
Her remarkably fine voice early attracted 
much attention, and by the time she reached 
womanhood her reputation was established 
throughout the State, and she had become 
the pet and the pride ot the Topekans. It 
was her ardent wish to go abroad and re- 
ceive the musi¢al culture and finish which 
alone can be attained in the conservatories 
of Europe, But, like many another gifted 
genius, chill penury repressed her noble 
rage, and almost in despair she saw the 
time go by and no opportunities opening up 
for the fulfillment of the dream of her life. 
Many of her friends talked at various times 
of raising a fund among the citizens of 
‘Topeka for the purpose of giving her the ad- 
vantages she craved for the development of 
ber phenomenal voice, but they had been lax in 
their efforts, and bad failed to produce any 
tangible results. 

But Miss Beals was not altogether despondent. 
Hier friends stil) promised her assistance. and 
she made such progress as she could with the aid 
of local musicians, and obtained a position in 
the choir of the most popular church in Topeka. 
The salary she received she frugally laid aside, 
with the hope that eit might prove the “ nest- 
eng for ber educational fund. 

About the summer of 1875 Lieut. Pbilip Reed, 
an army omeer stationed in New Mexico, paid a 
visit to some friends in Topeka, while on a fur- 
lough, and, chaneing to drop into the church 
where Miss Beals sang, he heard her clear, 
melodious yoice, and became infatuated. He 
inquired into the history of ner life, and 
learning of ber struggies er poverty to 
acquire perfection in ber art, he became deeply 
impressed with her story. He sought an in- 
troduction, and learning from her the bigh 
umbitions she eutertained, and the strong desire 
of her life to go abroad, he delicately revealed 
to her the ititeiest be felt for ber welfare, and 
being a man of ample means he, witbin a short 
time, told ber of the plaus he had bastily formed 
for heiping her to carry out all ver plans for 
musicai culture abroad. Of course she was 
overjoyed with the prospect before her. They 
plighted their troth and he told ner how he 
would send ber to Europe and heed her slightest 
wish, and a speedy marriage was soon agreed 
upon. 

The time of Lieut. Reed's furiough being 
about to expire, the marriage and her depart- 
ure were set forthe last day of his stay in 
Topeka, and every arrangement was made com- 
lete. Op the day of their marriage she left 
lupeka for Europe, and her husband accom- 
panied heras tar as Lawrence, where he left 
his bride of a few hours, He returned to 
his command on the Kio Grande. She 
sailed from New York, and in due time arrived 
at ber destination. At the conservatory which 
she had chosen she made rapid and most gratify- 
ing progress, and her frieuds in Topeka were 
duly notilied of her achievements. Finally she 
made ber début, and the Drilllanoy of her suc- 
cess was chronicled ia local papers and joyfully 
received by her friends at home, About three 
rears had elapsed since she parted from ber hus- 
and, and he bad about made arrangements for 
u leave of absence in ordcr that he might visit 
his wife in Paris, when he received the agoniz- 
ing intelligence by cable that his wife had sud- 
denly died. 

Almost digtracted by the blow, Lieut. Reed 


to America for burial. Ine remains were re- 
ceived at Boston and the husband made ample 
provision tor tbeir suitabie interment in one of 
the most beautifui spots ia Mount Auburn Cem- 
etery. A humber of friends of the Lieutenant's 
wife had gone to Boston to attend her funeral, 
it being the earnest wish of her husband that the 
remains of his wife should not be buried elsee 
where than in Boston. 

When the coffin was opened for the last view 
of the departed a marked change was dis- 
covered in the features of tne lady, and indeed 
so little resembiance did the remains bear to 
her who had once been Minnie Beals that a 
whisper of suspicion was breathed as to their 
idéutity. Mrs. Reed had dark hair wien she 
left bome, and the hair of the occupant of the 
coffin was of a golden buc, and tne features of 
the deceased were deciared to be notat all like 
those of the Licutenant’s wife. But certain 
effects and private letters of Mrs. Reed's accom- 
pavied the remains, and the suspicion that the 
body Was other than that of the Lieutenant's 
wife was promptly hushed up. 

Still unpleasant rumors were borne to the 
friends of Miss Beals in Kansas, It wus in- 
timated that the body had been procured by 
Miss Beals and sent over to insure them of the 
fact of her death. and that tue Whole story had 
been concocted to cover a life of which she was 
ashamed, and yet which sbe did not desire to 
give up for her husband and American friends, 

The matter reccived much commeut from the 
press, dnd wus the source of keevest palin to the 
friends of the lady. So, when F. P. Baker, of 
the Topeka Commonwealth, went over to Paria, 
in 1978, as a Commissioner to the Paris Expusi- 
tion, he undertook the tisk of ferrot out the 
facts surrounding Mrs. Reed's life aud death. Ju 
a leugtay review of the whole matter, which he 
sent to the Contmnonwealth, Mr. Baker stated 
that be had undoubted evidence of the lady's 
actual death in Paris, and that he could nud 
nothing, after tue most thurough investi- 
guuen, which would throw one cloud 
upon the fair name of the dead Mrs. 
Reed. As to ber bioude hair, it was sormised 
that she bad, by foliowing the custom of man 
—＋ and actresses, simply bleached ber halt, 
and that any appearance of chauge in the feat- 
ures of the dead girl could be uccounted fr by 
the bof time the remains had been 
in reach tr destination after sue had died. 
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The Fattest Fat Woman. 

Says a Philadelphia correspondent: A 
great shadow will be lifted from Frankford 
this evening at 8 o’clock. The 722 pounds of 
flesh that make up the ponderous anatomy of 
Hannah Battersby, the famous fat woman, 
will be moved, in a strong-seated car, to New 
York, to fill a four weeks’, and possibly an 
entire winter’s, engagement in a Bowery mu- 
seum of curiosities. Like all large bodies, 
Mrs. Battersby moves slowly, and was be- 
ginning to make her preliminary traveling 
arrangements last night when called upon 
by a reporter, to whom she bade @ 
mountainous adieu. The appointments of 
the fat woman's comfortable little 
home on Unity street, Frankford, are 
adapted throughout for her enormous size 
in the way of double-seated, big-lexaed 
chairs, substantial sofas, and strong settees. 
The house itself has a solid appearance, and 
with its well-braced stairways, stout floor- 
joists, and wide doorways, seem especially 
intended for its elephantine mistress, who, 
until the present time, has spent her winters 
there in domestic happiness with her hus- 
band, the Living Skeleton, That bag o 
bones, however, has unfortunately fattened 


out of the skeleton line of business, and is 
simply a very small half of his heavy spouse, 
whom he adores with all che ardor that his 
present avoirdupots of 120 pounds will admit of.

At 
16 years of age she met u very poor young 
nobleman with a very long and honorable 
name, the Count Frederick Kolstedt Schles- 
wick Sweitzer. The young man was hand- 
some and pretty well educated, but his pov- 
erty was a bar to their union. Laura felt 
that she loved him so deeply that she could 
marry no one but him. Her old father would 
not listen to her entreaties, and finally he 
sent her to Altona, a town near Hamburg, 


on the Elbe River, where he placed her in a 
convent until she became cured of her pas- 
sign. Shecontiived to let her lover know 
where she was, and thither he followed 
her. Having no money, he applied for 
and obtained a ~pusitiogn as under- 
gardener in the convent, at a modest 
compensation.

The Edinburg Quarterly Journal of Ag-

The skin affords what is technically and em- 
phatically called the touch, a criterion second 
to none in judging of the feeding properties of 
an ox. The touch may be good or bad, tine or 
bareh, or, as it is often termed, bard or mellow. 
A thick, firm skin, which is generally covered 
with a thick-set, hard, short buair, always touches 
bard and indicates a bad feeder. A thin, meagre, 
papery skin, covered with thin, silky hair, being 
the opposit of the one just described, does not, 
however, afford a good touch. Such skin is in- 
dicative of weakness of coustituuon, though of 

feedi properties. A perfect touch will 
be found with a thick, loose skin, floating as if 
it were on a layer of soft tat, yielding to the 
least pressure, and springing back to the finger 
like a piece of soft, thick chamois leather (or a 
piece of the best silk velvet), and covered with 
thick, glossy, soft hair. It is not untike a bed of 
fine, soft moss, and hence such a skin is not un- 
frequently called mossy. A knowledge of 
touch can only be ul by long practice, but, 
ufter having acqui it, it is of itself a suf- 
ticient means of judging of the feeding quali- 
ties of an ox, because, when present, the prop- 
erties of symmetrical form, tine bone, quiet dis- 
position, and purity of blood are the geueral ac- 
companiments.

FISH ON THE FARM. 
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The German Carp as a Food Fish— 
Facts for Farmers. 

The Hon. Spencer F. Baird has been mak- 
ing exheustive experiments with the German 
carp, and his advices thus far have been very 
encouraging. It has been found that this 
food fish will thrive in American creeks and 
ponds, and the subject of carp-culture is at 
present attracting a great deal of attention 
among farmers. At the recent convention 
of the lowa Improved-Stock Breeders’ As- 
sociation, the Hon. John Scott, of Nevada, 
Ia., read an interesting paper on this sub- 
ject. Gov. Scott has given the subject of fish- 
culture thoughtful consideration, and, being 
a prominent farmer and stock-breeder, what 
he says cannot but interest farmers general- 
ly. The paper was avery lengthy one, and 
from it the following portions were taken:

A due regard for one’s reputation for 
veracity would seem to suggest caution in the 
relation of “fish stories,” and this certainly ob- 
talus in reference tothecarp. It is said that 
Mr. J. A. Poppe, of Sonoma, Cal., started from 
the ponds of a miller in Holstein, iu the summer 
of 1872, with eighty-three carp, varying in size 
from two feet ia length down to the size of an 
ordinary steel pen. 

On the voyage he lost all but five of the very 
smuliest of the lot. These were placed in bis 
ponds on the ith day of August, 1872, and in the 
May following they had grown 8ixteen inches in 
length, and bad produced over 3,000 young fish. 

It should be stated that Mr. Poppe's ponds 
were of a temperature that admits of growth 
of the carp in the winter montbs. No such résult 
would be possible in lowa during that part 
of the year. 

The United States Fish Commissioner, the 
Hon. Spencer F. Baird, bas distributed the 
leather carp, which is nearty naked, and the 
mirror carp, 80 called because of threc rows of 
very large mirror-like seales on its sides. The 
reports from the distribution are very encour- 
aging. A gentleman placed a dozen carpina 
muddy pond on Orunge Mountain, N. J., in July, 
they then measuring three to four incbes in 
length. In tour mouths the tishes were found 
to have grown to fifteen inches in length. 

In the spring of 1660 some carp were taken to 
Georgia. Prot. Baird, to whom 1 am indebted 
for the account, illustrated the size when taken 
from the ponds at Washington, by markt with 
his thumb about two-tbi of his little Enger, 
say one and one-half inches in length. In the 
following November three of these fishes meas- 
ured from twenty-two to twenty-five inches in 
length.

These facts have additional significance when 
it is remembered that the carp is a bulky fellow 
in proportion to his length, broad-sbouldered 
and deep-bodied. The largest fish mentioned 
above weighed seven pounds.

Such growth is greater than the carp bas at- 
tained in Europe in the same time. 

It is thought thet our waters afford them bet- 
ter nutrition. However this may be, the evi- 
dence is all in favor of the value of the carp as 
a food ish in America, and that its importation 
will prove to be a lasting benefit, and one that 
will expand as time passes, until its extent can 
scarcely be estimated. 

To raise them to the best advantage, there 
should be several ponds, varying in extent and 
depth. There should be a grassy pond, two or 
three feet in depth in the deepest part, but hav- 
ing shallow poruons, in which the breeding fish 
may epawn. ; 

In these should pe placed a few females, say 
three to five, and a le number of males. The 
spawn adberes to grass, and the young hatch 
out in a few days. When the spawning season 
is over, which is from May to July, the parent 
fishes should be removed to the deeper ponds. 

There should be a pond in which they can pass 
the winter in safety, which they do by burrow- 

in the soft bottom in the deeper parts. 
ey seek these basins or ketties as the water 
becomes cold, and pass the winter in a state ot 
torpid bibernation. During this time they scarce- 
ly gain or lose appreciably in weight, though 
taking no nutrimeat for several mouths. 

These kettles should be of a depth of eight or 
more feet, and of an extent to accommodate the 
number of fish in the pond. 

During mild winters, and especially with water 
flowing continually through the pond, particu- 
ly that from springs or from tile- ins, 80 as to 
prevent the formation of very thick ice, they 
would no doubt do well in ponds of less depth; 
but it is best to be safe. In addition to these, 
there should be ponds in which the fish ot one- 

ear old, and, perhaps, those of two yeurs, might

Tuis is not absolutely necessary, but they are 
said to thrive as much better, as do other do- 
mestic animals when assorted with reference to 
size and strength in the feed-iots. But if a 
farmer should not wis to breed and rear the 
young fishes, but ouly to feed them for his own 
tabie, or for market, be could dispense with the 
breeding ponds and migbt then be content with 
a eingie pond so arranged that it would answer 
for both sulwmer and winter. 

To supply this he could occasionally secure a 
few hundreds of young fishes from some one 
that bas breeding ponds.

A System of Uniform Crop Reports. 

During the past week a series of meetings 
have been held at the rooms of the Board of 
Agriculture, Washington, which have at- 
tracted the attention of farmers and stock- 
raisers throughout the country. In ar- 
ranging for these meetings; Commissioner 
Loring had in view the discussion of sub- 
jects directly bearing upon the interests of 
the agricultural classes. State Boards of 
Agriculture and the various industrial éol- 
leges were requested to send delegates, and 
the meetings were largely attended by a 
class of men prominent for their knowledge 
of all that pertains to the great industry in 
whose behalf they had assembled. There 
was no lack of interest manifested, and a 
general desire shown to benefit by compari- 
son and example the various branches of 
agricultural pursuit. Methods of breeding 
and feedi live-stock, the preparation 
and care of the svij, the prevalence of diseases 
arnoug all kinds of live-stock, were all discussed 
ina careful and scholarly manner. One of the 
prime objects of the guthering was to unite 
upou a plan of uniform crop reports, to include 
the entire country, and the accomplishment of 
this object cannot but interest not only the farm- 
ers, but also the business men and the general 
public. lo past years there has been a sad lack 
of system in preparing these reports, notwo 
States adopting the same pian in compiling their 
crop etatistics for the public good. hile these 
— uu ve always been of local interest, their 
value us authentic reports has failed to meet a 
National want, owing to the diversified manner 
iu which they have been made up. The virtual 
adoption of a coucise and unifuria style of mak- 
ing up these statistical reports will be bailed 
witb pleasure, and the farmers of the country 
will be enabied to receive prompt and reliable 
information, vot oaly from his immediate vicin- 
ity, but from all the States. The new plan, the 
details of which will shortly be pubi will 
go into effect during the present season.

Me Thinks that What Ingersoll Docsa’t 
Know Is Not Worth Knowing. 
| To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune, 

Oar1caco, Jan. 13.~I0 this morning's Tris- 
Ung you quote from Col. Ingersoll’s remarks 
at the grave of the little boy in Washington 
and ask: “Is Mr. Ingersoll beginning to ex- 
perience a change of beart, and is he hedging 
the way for his return to the belief of his fath- 
ers? Or is he assalling that faith in one place 
and in another using what be terms the ‘mum- 
meries’ of that faith to rob the grave of its ter- 
rors? If the latter, then the man is inaiucere!”’ 

I think you do not quite correctly expound Mr. 
Ingersoll. His position ig that of profound rec- 
ognition of the infinit mysteries of life and 
deatb, and u frank and bonest confession that be 
is helpless in the presence of these kings, and 
unable to explain them; also that the reoresent- 
atives of the most authentic creeds, in fact, are 
as helpless as he is, and with all their preten- 
sions to knowledge know no more tban he does. 

Who knows whether the grave is the end of 
this life or the door of another"? Does not Mr. 
Iugersoll know as much about that great uu- 
uus wored question as the recognized representu- 
tivesof the creeds? If not, why aot? Is there 
any secret knowledge that is not accessible to 
men of Mr. ingersoll's intellect? “it may be 
that death gives all were is of worth to life.” 
That is, ushers us Into a new life which is the 
culmination and fruition of this life. Who 
knows? And who knows wore or better than 
you, Mr. Editor, ur I. or Mr. Ingersoll, except 
those who have passed the gates of death? Are 
there any arguments, or plilosopbies, or revela- 
tions, or facts of science not accessible to Mr. 
Ingersoll that are known to a priest, or a Pope, 
or a Doctor of Divinity? 

in all departments of human thought except 
rejigivoa, actual facts, discoveries, and estab- 
lished principles only are relied upon. Way 
should this not be the rule in religious investi- 
uon? It is true all men may and must spec- 
ulate beyond the regions of actual explorauon 
and survey. Discoveries, or the germs thereo!, 
are first found in the imagination. Imaginauon 
is the pioucer corps of the mind. The creed- 
makers and uphoiders havea right, and u is 
laudable to speculate. It is all rigat to use the 
imagination, and build theories upon assumed 
facis; but it is not proper to claim actual know!l- 
edge and infallible law aud bard facts, when 
there is nothing but speculation and guesswork. 
Mr. Ingersoll has ditected bis wit at these as- 
sumptions of the clergy. This ie the head and 
front ot bis offending. He has stopped at the 
line whieh separates, 80 far as kuewn, the 
known from the unknowable; while the clergy 
have pretended to know, as well, what is beyond 
that line us they do whatis this side of it, and 
sometimes even better. It is to this assump 
that Mr. Ingersoll directs bis terrible batteries, 

He has many times said that it would be no 
more wonderful for man w live hereafter than 
to live now. But who knows that be actually 
dves live hberéafter? Do the clergy? Au men 
now kuow that D. D. does not stand for auy 
more, intellectually or 2 than A. B. or 
LL. D.--not an iota. This age is peculiar. It 
bas thought more profoundly on the great prob- 
lems of lite and death than any preceding age, 
perhaps. If our thinkers have made no pew 
discoveries of itive truth they bave fouad 
out negatively t they do not know many 
things that have been taught as verities. 

They deal in negatives because that which is 
not known to be true is positively asserted in 
tho bulk of the creeds. is discernible in 
all this negative thought progress toward a 
bigher, a broader positivism,

Domestic Economy in Chicago. 
To the Batter of The Chicago Tribuna 

OnICAGO, Jan. 13.—A late Boston paper re- 
marks that Mise Maria Parioa, the weil-known 
founder of the Boston Cooking-School, lecturer 
on Domestic Science at Chatauqua and at the 
famous La Salle Seminary, author of two or 
more 8 on domestic science, etc., etc., bas 
been vainly endeavoring to interest Chicago 
ladies in the art of cooking good, wholesome, 
every-day food, they seeming to care only fora 
smattering knowledge of howto prepare des- 
serts and dainties. This statement is very un- 
fuir both to Miss Parloa, who has made Chicago 
her headquarters for somethree months past 
while she has been giving successful courses of 
lectures in neighboring cities and towns, and 
also to the good women of Chicago, who are ever 
ready to interest themselves earnestly in every- 
thing that promises to elevate and improve 
social and domestic life. 

It is true that Miss Parloa’s presence in Chi- 
cago during the winter months has not been as 
productive of good to the thousands of bovse- 
keepers to whom her instructions would bave 
been invaluable as could have been wished, but 
there are several reasons for this. In the first 
place, Miss Parioa in coming toChicago declined 
to avail herself of any of the personal letters ot 
introduction tendered to Ber by well-known 
ladies of Boston and by ner publishers, Hough- 
ton & Oagood, lest she should impose upon any 
one the sense of obligation to make an effort in 
behalf of her work, which such letters almost 
inevitably convey. But the real fact is that to 
reach the best class of Chicago women it is al- 
most absolutely necessary to come under the 
auspices of some one of the influential literary 
or social clubs or societies with which Chicago 
abounds. It is often complained that there is 
no homogeneousness in Chicago society, and it 
is true that it is homogeneous in circles only. 
lo no city in the Uuited States do ciubs of all 
kiads so successfuily fourish. This particular 
form of development of social lite was 
to a great extent the result of 
the ttre. People were compelled to live 
in such close quarters for two or trree years 
atterwards that private hospitality and sociabii- 
ity was almost out of the question. There ure 
in Chicago now quite a number of women's 
clubs and associations, any one of which could 
sevure tor apy lecturer or teacher of the special 
household uris a most satisfactory hearing, It 
is to be regretted both by the members of these 
clubs or associutions and by the friends of Miss 
Parioa that ber presencein the city was pot 
soener known to them, and also the fact that ber 
stay was pecessurily limited. it is not true that the 
women of Chicago are not generally interested 
in the art of preparing good, piain, wholesome, 
every-day food. Perhaps there is go eity where 
the organization of domestic work bas been 
carried farther than in Onieago, and it may be 
that a large proportion of housekeepers are 
mere interested that this organization work 
shail be done thoroughly and well than in study 
ing it practically with the intention of doing 
buch work themselves; but both the theory and 
practice of representative women of 
Chicago attest their earnest interest in 
baving good, wholesome, palutabie food on their 
tables at any cost of labor or self-sacrifice on 
their part. That 18, indeed, the department of 
bousebold economy te w they give the 
greatest amount of attention. The 
preparation of expensive or elaborate desserts

A Fire Ordinance for Chicago. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Jan. A.- All good citizens should aid 
Tun TRIBUNE in urging upon the City Council 
the passage of some measure to enforce a due 
observance of the fire ordinances; so I wish to 
sugwest through your columns a method by 
which regard for the public rights can be en- 
forced. 1 

An ordinance with a continuing penalty has 
been proposed, but a more certain remedy is 
within reach of the City Fathers. 

Let the City Council pass an ordinance declar- 
ing that the erection, enlarging, or repairing of 
buildings with combustible materials within the 
fire limits and in violation of the present fre 
ordinances shall be deemed a nuisance, and pro- 
vide that if the offender, after reasonable no- 
tice, fails to remove such nuisance, upon writ- 
ten order of the Mayor (or some high executive 
officer), it shall be tern down or removed by the 
police authorities. 

No damage couid result to the city from such 
a course, for aur Supreme Court have already 
beld such an act, under a similar ordinance, to 
be a reasouabie exercise of the police power 
granted to a city. [King vs. Davenport, 98 III., 
805.] As the reports are accessible to but few 
of your readers allow me to give the tacts in 
the case, and the substance of the finding. 

By charter the following legislative power was 
delegated to the City of Jacksonville: 

The City Council, for the purvose of guarding 
aguinst the calamities of tire. shall have wer to 
prohibit the erection, placing, or repairing of wooden 
buildings within the Hautes prescribed by them with- 
out their permission, and direct and preserve that 
all bulldings wituin the 12 prescribed shall be 
mude or constructed of fire-pfoot materials, and to 
prohibit the rebuilding of wooden buildings: to de- 
clare all dilapidated pulldings to be nuisances, and to 
direct the same to be removed, repeired, vr abated in 
such manner as they shall prescribe and direct; to 
Weciare all wooden bulldings which they may deem 
davgerous to contiguous buildings or in Causing or 
promoting fires, to be nuisances, and to require and 
chuee the same to be removed or abated in such 
manner as they shal! preseribe. 

The City Council by ordinance established fire 
limits, aud enacted: 

That any building built or repaired with other than 
fire-proof material, or any roof or gutter placed on 
any building, the outer surfaceof which was made 
with materials other than tire-proof, if within the 
tire-limite and done withont permission. should be 
deemed a nuisance; and that if the offender upon 
reusonable notice failed to remove such wooden 
building, or wooden part of such building, the City 
Marshal, upon the written direction of the Mayor, 
should remove or tear down such building or such 
part thereof as might be necessary. 

The ordinance also provided for a continuing 
penaity for violation. 

The owner of a brick building within the fire 
limits attempted without permission to puta 
new shingle roof on her buiiding to replace an 
eld one, in violation of this ordinance: and, 
after notice, refused to remove it. The City 
Marshal. on order of the Mayor, then tore off the 
whole roof, and the owner brought suit against 
the city officials for damages, claiming 

I. The ordinance was vold; (a) as the officers of 
the city could not determiue whether and whena 
reasonable notice had been giveu, and thereupon 
remove the building, or objectionabie part, with- 
out a judicial determination as to whether such 
building bad been raised or repaired; (6) the 
powers were not especially granied by the 
charter; (c) the charter did not grant power to 
the city to pase an ordinance directing a min- 
isterial officer of the city to decide himselt when 
he should enter upon the r uf the citizen 
and destroy or damage it, such power being 
judicial and not sanctioned uniess conferred ia 
express terms. 

2. The ordinance was unconstitutional and 
void; (a) in net providing any mode of ascer- 
— the existeuce of the alleged fact on 
which is based the right to destroy the citizen; 
and (>) a city must exereise the police power in 
a reasonabie manner, and not arbitrarily. 

Our Supreme Court overruled all the objeo- 
tions, holding that the Legislature could confer 
ample power upon the city to enact and enforce 
this ordinance as a reasonabie —— regulation 

de in good faith for the public good. 
ey suy, adopting auihorities quoted: 

Unwholesume trades, slaughter-houses, operations 
offensive to the senses, the deposit of powder, the 
application of steam power to prope) cars, the build- 
ing with combustivie matertais, aud the burial of the 
dead. may all be interdicted by iaw in the midst of 
dense masses of popetatiun un the general and ra- 
uoual pr be that Overy person cought 80 to use his 
property us nut to re his netghvors, that pri- 
vate interests must be made subservient to the gen- 
eral interests of the community. 

The right to restraifi owners of land in towns from 
erecting wooden buildings, exeept under ce n r- 
strictions, has never been doubted, or, if it has, the 
doubt has long since been removed. Such regulation 
1s but a just restraint of an injurious use of property, 
which the Legisiature have authority to make. 

Police regulations may forbid such a use and such 
moditications of private property as would prove in- 
jarrous to the citizens generally. inthe exercise of 
this power the Legisiature may not only provide that 
certain kinds of property (either absolutely, or when 
heid in such a manner or under such circumstances 
as to be injurious, dangerous, or npoxlous) may be 
seized and contiseated upon legal process after 
rotive. and hearing, but may aiso, when necessary 
te insure the public safety, authurize them to be 
summarily destrored by the municipal authorities 
without previous notice to the owner—as in the 
familiar cases of palling down buildings to prevent 
the epreading of a conflagration, or t impend aw 
fail of the buildings themselves, throwing overboard 
deeaying or intected fvod, or abating other nui- 
sances erous to health. 

There le no more frequent or admittedly proper ex- 
ercise of the police power than that of the prohibi- 
tion of the erection of buildings of combustible ma- 
terials in the popuious part ot a town, and the only 
means of ma-ing such prokibitton effectual wu by sum- 
mary abatement. 8 moments delay in re- 
moval of the nulsance is constant exposure to dan- 

Before any judicial inquiry and hearing could 

the matter the whole evil sought to be 

Kuarded against might be produced. ‘The imposition 

of a penalty would but punish the offender; it would 

not remove the seurce Of danger, The latter is the 

thing which the necessuy of the case requires, and 

immediate abatenient is the only competent remedy. 

‘here is no other competent remedy to meet the ne- 
cessity of the case. 

Is not that the kind of remédy our law-break- 

citizens need? 

nder the general act for the incorporation of 
cities we have the same powers which were 
granted by charter to Jacksonville—viz. : 

To prescribe fire limits and regulate building with 
combustibie materials therein. 10 regulate the po- 
hee of the cy, and pass and énforce all necessary 
police ordinances. Lo declare what shall be u nut- 
Bunce and ubate the same. 

No existing ordinance now in force provides 
that a building erected, enlarged, or repaired in 
violation of our fire ordinances shall be deemed 
a nuisanee. But let the City Council pass ove 
like that in force in Jacksonville, and the pres- 
ent shameless condition of things in our city 
will soon ead. IA.“

The allusion was not to 
the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois. which 
has never passed on the question, and which itis 
confidently believed would rule against it if 
there were any way of getting up a case for 
adjudicauon. Mr. Garfield lives in the country, 
and bas not bad personal opportunity to ob- 
serve the danger of intrusting such an enormous 
power as that of the suspeusion of sentence to 
an electiye judiciary in a great city. Though 
the County Judiciary is able 
and pure, and no man can truth- 
fully impeach the character and 
strict fidelity to duty of any Judge on the bench, 
yet the opportunities for the courts to ascertain 
the particular merits of each case aside from a 
plea of gulity or a verdict by a jury are very 
limited, The Judges have in fact, through im- 
perfect knowledge of the facts, suspended sen- 
tence upon a number of most hardened offend- 
ers, including burglars and highwaymen, who 
were caught in the act, and had before 
been apprehended and indicted for grave 
crimes. Exceptional eases meriting the ex- 
ercise of the pardoning power should be 
intrusted, we contend, to the discretion of 
the Governor. The Judges ought not to wish 
to have such duties CGonfided to them, and 
a majority—possibly two-thirds—of the Judges 
in Cook County do not wish it. Mr. Garueld 
will see that it is no imputation upou the char- 
acter of the judiciary to say that this practice 
of suspending sentence ought to be prohibited 
by statute.) 


A TRUNK THIEF. 


Hou Charles De Forrest Worked the 
Racket of Claiming and Checking 
Other People’s Trunks, and Aner- 
wards Went Through Them at Lei- 
sure—Tripped Up at Last. 

An important captare and recovery of a large 
amount of stolen goods was made by Detectives 
Simmons and Koehler yesterday. In Tus TRIB- 
UNE Of Tuesday appeared a telegram from Mu- 
waukee, giving an account of the capture there 
ofan adroit trunk thief, giving the name of 
Edward Wood, but whose real name is Charles 
De Forrest. The plan of De Forrest was to go 
to a depot, pick out a trunk, snow a ticket. and 
have the trunk checked as’ his own. Last 
May Mrs. Kirchoff, the wife of the Milwau- 
kee brewer of that name, started 
for New York on her way to 
Kurope. Upon her arrival in New York, Mrs. 
Kirchoff found that her trunk, containing a 
large amount of wearing appearal, was missing. 
All attempts to trace it proved unavailing, and 
the railroad company had to pay its value, some 
$5,000. The case was put in the hands of De- 
tective Simmons, who set trap after trap all over 
the West, but without succeeding in catching 
the thief. Last Friday a drummer for Clement. 
Bane & Co., clothing-dealers, corner of Adams 
and Franklin streets, sent three large trunks 
filled witb to the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
depot for shipment to St. Paul. De Forrest went 
to the baggage-room, pointed out one of the 
trunks, r worth of goods, and had 
it checked to Milwaukee, at the same time 
showing his ticket. U 
kee, De Forrest gave 
an expressma 
Northwestern depot. y 
the trunk had been telegraphed to Milwaukee, 
together with a vague deecripuon of the thief. 
When the ex preseman arrived at the depot with 
the trunk, De Forrest was there, and asked 
baggagemanto check it to Chicago. De Forrest 
had not yet purchased his ticket, and the bag- 
gagemaan refused to check it until he had done 
so, and told him to callat 3:10 p. m., when the 
train leit tor Chi e- 
man me suspicious that all was 
not right, and informed pot- Policeman Ken- 
nedy. Shortly before train time De Forrest 
again appeared, and, pointing to trunk, asked 
to have it checked tu Chi . onnedy then 
arrested him. This wason Friday. orrest 
wus taken before a Justice and put under bonds 
of 81.000 for robbery. For fear that he might 
procure bondsmeu and skip out, another war- 
rant was sworo out BO as to rearrest 
him. The police authorities here were notified, 
and Defective Simmous was sent to Milwaukee 
to investigate. Upon his arrival he im- 
mediately recognized De Forrest, but was 
unable to get a single admission from him. 
Simmons returned to Chicage, knowing De For- 
rest was married, and set to work to discover 
the whereabouts of Mra. De Forrest. De For- 
rest formerly lived at No. W Boston avenue, 
but, on going there, the officers found that the 
family bad moved. In no wise discouraged, 
Simmons continued his search, aud yesterday 
located Mrs. Ve Forrest at No. ®@ South Peoria 
street. The officers went tothe house, arrested 
Mrs. De Forrest, proceeded to make a search of 
the premises, and were rewarded by find- 
ing three large trunks, among the number 
Mrs. Kirchoff’s, filed with silverwure, ladies’ 
underwear of the costliest description, lace 
etc. Two otber trunks were found., one fille 
with gloves, and the other containing fitty over- 
coats. The value of the property recovered is 
ia the neighborhood of gu or 7,000. Mrs. De 
Forrest proved to be as uncommunicative as her 
husband, and the officers were unable to obtain 
any information from her. Great assistance 
was rendered the officers by Bagyagemaster 
Marsden, of the Rock Is! Railroad, whose 
road bas suffered 8 in the past from 
the depredutions of De Forrest, and also 
by Special-Agent Donneily, of Parmeiee's 
‘pus line, in giving an accurate and minute de- 
scription of the thief and the manner which he 
employed while checking baggage which he ip- 
tended to steal. The work of tracing De Fur- 
rest, securing his arrest apd that of his wife, and 
the recovery of so much valuable property re- 
tiecta great credit on Simmons aud Koehler. De 
Forrest will be brougut to this city for examira- 
tion early next week. In the meantime the offi- 
cers are trying to secure more of his plunder, 
whichis known to be concealed somewhere in 
this city. It is not believed that De Forrest bad 
any accomplices vave bis wife. Mrs. De Forreas

| THEATRE INSPECTION. 


The City Authorities Pay an 
Official Visit to Mo- 
Vicker’s, i 


And Recommend Certain Im- 
provements, Which Will at 
Once Be Made. 


Outside Balconies Will Make It One 
of the Safest Theatres in the 
Country. 


The inspection of thé theatres, set on foot by 
the city authorities with the view of determining 
what measures, if any, should be taken to insure 
the safety of the pilay-going public in case of fire 
or panic, was continued yesterday by a thorough 
examination of MeVicker’s Thestre. Owing to 
the attendance of the Fire Marsnai at a blaze on 
the West Side, the delegation of officials did not 
get started until noon. Aid. Blair and Brady 
did not accompany the Building Committee, 
which was represented only by Aid. Hildreth, 
the Chairman, accompanied by Building-In- 
spector Kirkland, Chief Fire Marshal Swenie, 
Inspector Agnew,and William Edgar, of the 
Building Department, who is to prepare 
a report on the inspection, to be laid 
before the Council. The delegation were 
piloted through the theatre by Manager 
Sharpe, and their attention was first directed to 
the exits. The means of erress were declared 
to be amply sufficient on the first floor, there 
being, besides the wide lobby-cxit, smaller exits 
under and at the sides of the stage, besides ex- 
its leading from the auditorium to the alleys on 
the cast and west sidesof the building. Some 
dissatisfaction was expressed on the part of the 
committee over the fact that the doors to the lat- 
ter exits were kept locked, thus prevent the 
audiences from accustoming themselves to ir 
use. Mr. Sharpe explained that the doors were 
frequently open in. warm weather, aiso 
when there were large crowds in the theatre, 
and that their immediate use was provided for 
in case of emergency by the organization of the 
theatre employés into

every member of which had a certain post to 
assume in cuse of alarm, one man being assigned 
to each of the doors in question. 

it was found, upon examination, that there 
was a great deal of room for improvement in 
the balcony and gallery exits, which were de- 
cided to be too narrow and insuflicient 1p num- 
ber to guarantee safety in case of a panic, 

Mr. Kirkland suggested that iron balconies, 
witb stairways leading to the ground, should be 
constructed on the outside of the building, rua- 
ning around the front and the sides ot the buiid- 
a at the baicony and gallery floors. 

r. Sharpe stated that this improvement had 
long been contemplated by Mr. McVicker, and 
that, in accordance with the wishes of the city 
authorities, their construction would undoubt- 
oy, be proceeded with at once. 

r. Kirkiand suggested, in reference to the 
baiconies, that they be made easy of access 
from the windows, and that exits of ampie 
width be made through the walls to connect 
with the outside platforms. 

Upon returning to the main floor, the gudito- 
rium exits were further examined, and

that the doorways leading to the alleys should 
be widened at leust three feet, and the wooden 
side stairways removed, and replaced by tron 
steps leading struight up, so that carriages could 
receive their occupants at these side catrances, 
and thus get the people accustomed to the 
knowledge that such exits existed. This pian 
will be one of the recommendatious in the re- 
port to the Council in reference to the improve- 
ments required at MeVicker’s. Mr. Sharpe was 
also notihed to have proper notices, for the 
guidance of the audiences, placed conspicuously 
over all the exits. 

The committee found the basement under the 
auditorium free from combustible litter, and 
the theatre in excellent condition throughout in 
this respect. Much satisfaction was exp 
over the absence of steam-pipes and with the 
heating arrangements, it being found that the 
theatre was heated by furusces, the hot-air 
ducts leading from which are inclosed in air 
chambers. 

The committee also found that every gas-jet 
in the theatre was protected by a wire cage, and 
were informed by Mr. Sbrape that the scenery 
slides, ro all the stage equipments bad 
been rendered . by betng treated with a 
preparation of salicylicate of soda, alum, and 
silica. The committee tested this m by Ko- 
ing upon the stage and lightinga — gas 
from a pipe one inch in diaweter and holding 
ploace of canvas, stage scenery, and wood in the 

ame. It was found that 
NONE OF THE MATERIAL REMAINED IGNITED 
when withdrawn from the flame, but that it 
would blaze while beld in the intense heat, un- 
til it became charred and dro to pieces. 
From the result of the test, it was concluded 
that it would require a very hot fire to ignite the 
stage fittings. 

The stand-pipes and ure-escupes around the 
building were found to be convéniently located, 
and Mr. Sbarpe called attention to fact 
barrels of water and pails, for use in case of fire, 
were kept in different parts ot the theatre. It 
was the unanimous opinion of the in rs, 
when the investigation was completed, Get, 
with the addition of the outside baiconies, Mc- 
Vicker’s would be as safe a theatre as there is 
in the country. 

The program for the day included an in- 
spection of the Grand Opera-House, but when 
tue examination of McVicker's was completed 
the hour was so late that the visit to the Grand 
was postponed until 10 o'clock today. 

In connection with the inspection of Haverly’s 
Theatre, which was made ‘Thursday, it may be 
stated that the committee are discussing the 
feasibility of exits from the sides, of the audi- 
torlum and gallortes into the adjoining stores 
and offices, and it will probably be su ed to 
Mr. Carson that be shall consult with owners 
of the adjoining buildings in reference to —＋ 
doors in the walls, tobe opened only in case 
emergency.

It became Known at an early hour that a 
meeting had been held between W. II. Vander- 
bilt, of the New York Central, Bliss, of the Bos- 
toh & Albany, and Cussatt, of the Pennsylvania, 
at which a pluo tor the settlement of the rall- 
road war had been agreed on. According to its 
terms the subject of differential rates was to be 
left to urbitration. LKatification by the Presi- 
dents is stil) necessary to make the settlement 
finally binding, but Wall street regards this as 
certain. It bas accordingly bought stocks lib- 
erally, and prices have advanced 5 per cent for 
the Vanderbilts frum the lowest point 
reached last week, when ail looked 
eo dark. it would be exceedingly unsafe 
for any outsider to venture anys 
opinion as to whether Roberts and Garrett WII. 
agree to the new arrangement, but it is inter- 
esting to notice thut so lately as on Wednesday 
of this week the Directors of the Baltimore & 
Obio Road at their monthly meeting, after full 
discussiun, directed President Gurrett to con- 
tinue in the policy of differential raves. It wiil 
be a eudden change of front to abandon them, 
or to submit the question to a Board of Arbitra- 
tion that may abousu them. 

It the arbitratiou is awreed to by all the roads, 
and succeeds in Gelivering itself of a satisfac- 
tory decision, vital questiuns still remain for 
stock operators. Want are the prospects of 
railroad business, considering the sbortage of 
the crops? Will the future of the money mar- 
ket sustain the bigh prices of railroad stocks? 
Railroad men of the Bighest position believe 
that the business of she trunk lines will be un- 
precedentediy light for the Arst half of this 
year. 

The meeting to ratify the agreement for the 
cessation of railroad hostilities will be beid by 
the Presidents On Monday. 

A feature of the market was the strength of 
the dividend- paying stocks. 

The election of Gowen by Vanderbilt votes to 
be President of the Reading bad no special ef- 
fect on the market, notwithstanding the dec- 
larations of the bears that Vanderbilt intended 
to use the Reading as an instrument of compe- 
tition in the production and carriage of coul. 

There were signs of cons:derable realizing in 
the Vanderbilt stocks. The Vanderbilt houses 
bought large amounts, but as they did this at 
higher tigures, the value of their leadership is 
quesuoped. 

Although very bearish itscif, the New York 
Tribune admits that there has been a complete 
revolution among the average stock traders. 
The * bearish element is a subject for history; 
it is extinct. It its place there is the same con- 
fidenct “ bullish ’’ anticipation that existed when 
Lake Shore stock raltied from 119 to 123.

Hay was fairly active and lower for choice 
grades, but otherwise the market dragged, 
prices showing a marked decline. Broom-corn 
is inactive, thougn no change bas occurred in 
prices. Green fruits are in light demand at the 
quotations ruling for the past week. The hide 
trade shows increased inquiry, though little 
actual trading is being done. Grease and tallow 
are steady, wich a supply about commensurate 
with the demand. Potatoes were unchanged. 
Metals and tinners’ ware sbow a fair trade 
for the season at our schedule of prices. Wool 
is quiet and steady. Clover and timothy seeds 
were firm at $5.15 for the former and $2.52‘ for 
the latter. Choice timothy sold at $2.00. 
Dressed bogs were dull and steady, at $7.30 for 
mixed weights.

Sr. Pauw, Jan. 18 — Tue open winter and the 
absence of snow in the Northwest has been a 
srl drawback upon lumbering operations, 
and there has been a good deal of concera 
among dvalers as to the prospect of getting logs 
out of che woods. Of course it is understood that 
snow is necessary during the winter to permit 
the hauling of logs from the place where they 
are cut to the river,and also to secure the 
spring rise in the streams which is utilized to 


float them to the milis. An open winter is there- - 


fore doubly disastrous and impairs the lumber 
supply of next year. inquiries have lately been 
addressed to correspondents at the leading 
lumbering points in the Northwest, bearing 
upon the questions involved, and some of the 
answers are given below. A correspondent at 
Minneapolis says: 

Reperts from the logging region are very 
meagre, and varying in character according to 
the locality from which they come. Butfor the 
most part loggers are too busy to either write 
or come to town. The Rum River region is no 
better supplied with snow than is the Minne- 
apolis, but on the Mississippi, from Aitken 
north, a sufficiency of snow for present require- 
ments is reported, and is said to vary in depth 
from six to eight inches. The sieighing at 
Aitken is good, and the winter sun does not 
penetrate suilficiently in the lumber region to

drawn. Roads are also being made tor 
short distances by scraping up end draw on 
snow, sprinkling the surface witb water, and al- 
lowtug the thin coating, thus formed, to freeze. 
Upon such artificial slcigning a few companies 
are at work, but not with their usual comple- 
ment of men and teams. From the present 
standpoint, therefore, the lumberman's harvest 
does not look very promising. Should sufficient 
soow fall immediately, unless it remains unusu- 
aliy late in the spring, an average supply of logs 
will hardly be secured. The same may be said 
of the wood and tie enterprise. The number of 
ties and cords of wood cut and banked along the 
line of the railroad thus far is as far below the 
average as is the material for lumber. 


SMALL-POX. 


A Concealed Case Detectcd—An Exam- 
ple to Be Made of the Offenders—New 
Cases Reperted. 

Warrants were sworn out last evening for the 
arrest of Mathias Mamer and Isaac Aronson 
before Justice Wallace, charging them witb hav- 
ing concealed and aided in concealing a case of 
smali-pox. Tae Meer of Tuesday last gave 
a Statement in regard tea Health Officer having 
called at the house at No. 142 West Harrison 
street, where it was alieged a case of smail-pox 

been concealed. Dr. Wilson was sent there, 
and he, it was claimed, overdid bis duty. It was 
alleged that Matt Mamer and a man named Ar- 

onson, who lives in the house and who has a 

saloon there, and who was the father of the al- 

leged small-pok patient. resisted the officer. 

Senator Chris Mamer ewns the building. Aron- 

son claimed that there had been no small-pox 

in the house, and that his daughter, a 

deaf and dumb girl, dad been sent to 

Michigan, that she dad been il), but not with 

smali-pox. The next morning, after the Health 

Officer had been to Aronson’s, Senator Mamer 

came down to the Health Office. Secretary Mo- 

Vickar says that he was exceedingly offensive 

in his manner when be came into his office, so 

much so that he had politely to rebuke him. 

Merki was advising a man how to have his 

brother buried. who had died of small- pox, when 

the Senator opened out on him. Both getting 
angry, there was a scene, the facts of which 
have been already fully given. Now. as to the 
subsequent results. Dr. De Wolf and Dr. Wiison 
insisted that a case of small-pox was 
being concealed, and so did Clerk Merki, 

They engaged detectives to work up 

the matter. In justice to the Health Devart- 

ment, it should be stated here that they depend 
much upon what must be anonymous informa- 
won as to where small-vox is being conceaied. 

y are fought and hampered by relatives and 
friends on ali sides, and find great difficulty in 
making their inquiries. 

THE DETECTIVES WORKED QUIETLY, 
and yesterday morning the information came 
that the smali-pox patient from No. 42 West 
Harrison street had been transfered to No. 97 
Canalport avenue, another house owned by Sen- 
ator Coris Mamer. Here, then, wos a direct clew, 
Health Officers proceeded to the place, and while 
they were searching the premises the case was 
again spirited away to No. 7% South Jefferson 
street, about a half a block away, to another 
cousin of tue Aronson’s. The patient is a boy 
about (years old, named Isaac Aronson, who is 
now convalescing from a case of confivent 
emall-pox. There was now no longer a chance 
for concealment, and the buy was taken back to 
No. N Canalport avenue. The sending away of 
the girl was intended from all appearances us a 
mere blind. so that the real case might not be 
found. The Health Department now has 
charge of the case and will watch it. How much 
infection has been spread by this unnecessary 
action of the Aronsons, Dr. De Wolf says, no one 
can compute. But it was an outrage on the 
community. Mayor Harrison told Dr. De Wolf 
yesterday afternoon that the parties implicated 
must be prosecuted to the fullest extent of the 
jaw. 80 far as Senator Mamer is concerned, 
however, there can be no doubt but that he was 
honest in his intentions. He desired to find out 
the facts in the case, but being angry at what he 
bad seon in print he acted rather hastily and 
caused a contiict, in which Merki by far exceed- 
ed his authority. But the facts have proven that 
a case of smali-pox was secreted by some one.
